DAILY HEALTH HINT. 


DANGER IN THE CUP. 

It is everywhere conceded that the com- 
mon drinking cup is a prolific means for 
the transmission of disease. This ia true 
of offices, factories, public schools, and pub- 
110 drinking fountains, where many people 
drink from the same receptacle. 

In places where many persons are em- 
ployed each one should have his own cup. 
Some public fountains are provided with 
cups from which the water bubbles or over- 
flows. These can be used without touching 
the lips to the rim of the cup and are there- 
fore sanitary. The use of a common cup in 
schools is dangerous and some better means 
should be devised for supplying the pupils 
with drinking water. 

The bubbling fountain cup, in all proba- 
bility, would be a safe and satisfactory 
solution of the problem. At all events, it 
would prove far superior to the common 
drinking cup now so universally used.

Offered by Owners and

Strenuous Effort to Be Made by 


liveries to Move Funerals 
Scheduled for Today. 


A strike of nearly 1,000 cab and carriage 


@rivers employed by the members of the 


Chicago Liverymen's association began last 
evening. By 6 o'clock this morning the en- 
[tire force of drivers employed by the livery- 
wen who refused to sign the new agreement 
with the Carriage and Cab Drivers’ union 
‘will have left their vehicles in the barns. 

_. Numerous funerals scheduled to take place 
today will be hampered, and perhaps delayed 
several days as a result of the walkout. In 
‘janticipation of the strike, however, the em- 
Ployers and undertakers have rushed out 
most of their funeral work during the last 
few days, and yesterday a large number of 
‘funerals were held that originally were set 
for today. . 

‘The employers announce they will endeavor 
to take care of all orders for funeral work 
‘in spite of the strike, declaring they will 
drive their own carriages and hearses in the 
event of a scarcity of nonunion drivers. Per- 
‘gons who have ordered cabs and carriages 
for weddings, christenings, and for other oc- 
@asions probably will have to walk, resort to 
the street cars, or hire automobiles. 
It is predicted that taxicab and garage pro- 

rs will do a rushing business during 

the continuance of the strike. 


Peace Conference Fails. 

The walkout order was given by Business 
Agent Walter J. Gibbons of the union after 
a futile effort was made by the employers 
to avert the fight. A final peace move was 

made by President Robert K. Sloan of the 
Liverymen’s association at a meeting in the 
‘afternoon between a committee of the union 
and a committee of the employers. 

After a conference of several hours the two 
sides failed to reach an agreement on the dis- 
puted wage question. At the conference. 
which was held at the request of the employ- 
ers, the liverymen offered the drivers $13 a 
week of seven days and 25 cents an hour.for 
% trippers. The men demand $12 a week of 
‘six days and $2 extra for the seventh day. 
making the scale $14 for a week of seven 
days. The offer of the employers, which was 
the first proposition made. was rejected by 
Business Agent Gibbons and the union com- 
mittee. 

Gibbons declared the committee had no 
authority to accept the compromise, saying 
the drivers had voted to strike on the prop- 
osition of enforcing the demand for $12 fora 
week of six days and the strike call had been 
issued. ‘There was no time, he said, to call 
a meeting of the union to act on the offer. 


Owners Act at Midnight. 

This stand of the officers of the union re- 
Bulted in the breaking off of negotiations. 
By order of President Sloan, however, the 
compromise offer of the employers remained 
good until midnight, when it was withdrawn 
because of the strike call. 

After Business Agent Gibbons and the 
tommittee had left the office of the Livery- 
men's association at 78 La Salle street and 
returned to the union headquarters at 145 
Randolph street preparatory to calling out 
the drivers, President Sloan called up Gib- 
bons on the telephone and appealed to him 
in the interest of the public and those whose 
‘funerals would be affected by a strike to set- 
tle the dispute on the terms offered. 

“The only way this can be settled now is 
for the employers to come here and sign up 
the agreements,’’ Gibbons said. Otherwise 
the strike will be on at once.“ 

Well, if that's the attitude you take, rll 
tell you right now that we are ready for the 

‘fight,” President Sloan said. “I'll spend 
every dollar I have before I sign the agree- 
ment. That's all. Good-by.” 

Gibbons and other officers of the union 
remained at the strike headquarters until 
midnight, giving instructions to the strikers 
as they came in from the various barns in 
all parts of the city. It was said that sev- 
eral liverymen signed the new agreement 
@uring the evening. There will be no strike 
against the employers who have signed the 
facale demanded. . 


Union Officers Counsel Order. 

„% Pass cards were issued to drivers work- 
fing for employers who have signed and Gib- 
bons issued instructions to all strikers to re- 
frain from interfering with the business of 
the strike bound employers. 

„ No violence will be tolerated in this 
Strike,“ said he. Keep away from the 
barns of the employers and do not molest 
or interfere with those who take your places. 
Most important of all, leave funerals alone. 
Do not interfere with them. Any member 
of the union caught interfering with funerals 
will be prosecuted. Do not argue with any 
one and keep out of saloons.”’ 

More than 500 liverymen and approximately 
400 undertakers will be affected by the strife. 
Of the liverymen, 190 are located on the 
south side, 250 on the west side, and 75 on 

‘the north side. There are 1,545 carriages 
„and 150 hearses in daily use in Chicago for 
funeral work.

We have done every- 
thing in our power to prevent this trouble. 
if we were to grant the demands made by the 
union we would have to pay the men for 
sixty-one weeks in the year. That sounds 
funny, but itistrue. They don't want a day 
off, they simply want $14 for seven days 
work. 

To grant that scale would compel us to 
raise the wages of all of our men who now 
get from $13 to $20 a week. We can’t do it. 
The business won't bear it. Sixty per cent 
of the members of the union, who will be 
compelled to go on strike, are satisfied with 
the present wages and conditions.“ 


Lake Strike May Be Settled. 

The strike of lake seamen against the 
“open shop” policy of the Lake Carriers’ 
association may be settled at a meeting of 
the state arhitration boards of Illinois, Ohio, 
Indiana, Wisconsin, and New York, to be 
held in Chicago next week. The Ohio board 
at a meeting at Columbus initiated the ma- 
rine peace movement, and invited the boards 
of the other states to join in the effort to 
end the struggle. 

Coal teamsters today will vote on a propo- 
sition to strike in an effort to enforce their 
demand for an increase of $3 a week for all 
classes of drivers. Members of the union 
employed by the City Fuel company received 
in their pay envelopes in the evening a no- 
tice to the effect that from May 1 their 
Wages will be increased $1.50 a week. More 
than 150 men will be benefited by the raise. 
Omcers of the union, however, will pay no 
attention to the action of the company. The 
present scale is $2, $2.50, and $3 a day, and 
a union demands a flat increase of 50 cents 
a day.

ZAGONE DIES OF HIS WOUNDS 


Fourth Attempt to Kill Cigar 
Manufacturer Is Successful. 


ASSASSIN STILL AT LARGE. 


Police Think They Know Who He Is, 
but Have Not Arrested Him. 


Mariano Zagone, the Italian cigar manu- 
facturer who was shot Friday night in the 
saloon of Joseph ahd Carmello Nicolosi at 
134 Gault court, died last night in Policlinic 
hospital. Four attempts were made to kill 
him before the assassin succeeded. There 
is an impression that be was a Black Hand 
victim, 

When the police arrived after the shoot- 
ing they found Zagone lying unconscious on 
the sidewalk in front of the saloon and be- 
neath him was a loaded revolver. One of the 
brothers who conduct the saloon is Zagone's 
son-in-law. 

Both denied any knowledge of the shooting 
and said it took place outside the saloon. 
The police, however,. found a place on the 
saloon floor where an attempt had been made 
to wipe up a pool of blood. A bloodstained 
towel also was found in the place. 


Four Attempts on His Life. 
Zagone did not recover consciousness after 
he was shot and the police therefore could ob- 
tain no information from him as to his assai 
ant. Detectives working on the case say they 
think they know who the assassin is, but 
they have not arrested him. Zagone was 48 
years old and lived at 68 Oak street. 

More than three years ago he was shot in 
the back as he was entering his house. Two 
years ago a man fired at him through the 
front window of his shop. The bullet struck 
the cigarmaker’s 18 year old son. fracturing 
one of his arms. Zagone was shot at about 
six months ago while he was walking to his 
home. A man was arrested, but Zagone could 
not identify him. 


Old Quarrel Is Recalled. . 
Zagone was arrested several years ago 
on a charge of counterfeiting, but was found 
to be innocent and was released. The only 
story of any other trouble that he was ever 
in that they have heard is one told by Car- 
mello Nicolosi, who said that Zagone once 
quarreled with an Italian in Italy over a 
cow. It is said the man with whom he quar- 
reled came to Chicago later and went to live 
on the north side, 

Dozens of the friends of Zagone were ques- 
tioned, but all disclaimed any knowledge of 
any trouble the cigarmaker had had. Nooné 
could be found even who would admit being 
a witness of the shooting, although several 
men are believed to have been in the saloon 
when the shooting occurred.

Independents Make Proposition 
‘to Council Subcommittee. 


WANTS TUNNEL CO.’S RIGHTS 


‘Offers City 8 Per Cent of Gross 
Receipts, or $57,000 a Year. 


Another fight by the independent telephone 
companies for entrance into Chicago began 
yesterday before a subcommittee of the city 
council’s committee on gas, oil, and electric 
light. The independents now are seeking the 
right to purchase and operate the automatic 
telephone equipment of the Illinois Tunnel 
company. 

The tunnel company wants to get rid of 
the telephone business under the guise of 
conducting which it originally obtained a 
franchise for the subway. It contemplates 
selling out the telephone business to the 
Chicago Telephone company, which is will- 
ing to purchase. N 

H. D. Critchfield, general counsel for the 
International Independent Telephone assoct- 
ation, told the alderman thet if they would 
give the independents the right he would 
form a company, take over the tunnel phones. 
and give connections to 1,300,000 independ- 
ent phones within a radius of 300 miles of 
Chicago. 

Assures Profit to City. 

“If you permit this sale to be made to the 
Chicago Telephone company,“ declared Mr. 
Critchfield, the city will lose $57,000 a year 
in revenue for twenty years and will forever 
forego the chance of connection with these 
independent phones. Our proposition is sim- 
ple. If the council will indicate that it is 
willing to negotiate with us on any basis we 
will form a company and be in here witha 
proposition within four days giving satisfac- 
tory evidence of our financial ability. 

We ask that you do not permit the sale 
of this system to the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany and that if the Illinois Tunnel company 
installs its 20,000 phones. which it is required 
to do before October, it be required to give 
connections with our independent phones. 

These phones will be in the business dis- 
trict and will be for the purpose of giving the 
Chicago business men an opportunity to 
reach the business houses in the surround- 
ing territory which do not ‘have Bell tele- 
phones. The city will receive the 3 per cent 
of the gross receipts provided for in the pres- 
ent franchise, which on 20,000 phones would 
amount to $57,000 a year. 

President B. E. Sunny of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company declared that the Bell lines 
were willing to give toll connections to the 
indepencent telephone lines at all noncom- 
petitive points. He declared, however, that 
they had telephones in practically every town 
mentioned by Mr. Critchfield. The subcom-

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CLEARED BY FINGER PRINTS 


William Reilly Freed of All Sus- 
picion of Being a Murderer. 


MARKS PROVE HIM INNOCENT

Test Lea ves Mystery of Mrs. Grippen’s 
Death Deep as Before. 


A thumb print has cleared William Reilly 
of all suspicion in connection with the death 
of Mrs. Margaret Grippen, who was mur- 
dered in her home in Winnebago, III., the 
night of April 28. 

Reilly, who was a neighbor of Mrs. Grippen, 
left his home shortly after the murder was 
discovered and came to Chicago. He under- 
went a surgical operation at the offices of 
Dr. John M. Auld, 161 State street. and then 
was taken to the Woman's hospital, where 
he has been for the last week. 

Sheriff Charles Collier of Rockford and 
Geroner Paul of Winnebago brought to Chi- 
eago a lamp chimney on which are finger 
marks and aiso brought impressions of cor- 
responding prints found on a door in Mrs. 
Grippen’s house. These are the only clues 
the Winnebago authorities have to the iden- 
tity of the murderer. 

Prints of the fingers and thumbs of thirty 
persons living in the neighborhood were com- 
pared with the telltale mark on the lamp 
chimney, but none of them tallied. 


Marks Are Dissimilar. 

Reilly was taken from the hospital to the 
bureau of identification yesterday, and im- 
prints of his fingers and thumb were taken 
by Edward Evans. They were compared with 
the marks on the chimney. Reilly and his 
friends waited for the report in a downtown 
office. 

They are entirely dissimilar,”’ was the 
decision of the Bertillon operator, and when 
the finding was telephoned to Reilly he re- 
ceived it with evident satisfaction. 

“It isn’t the most pleasant thing in the 
world to be suspected of such a thing, es- 
pecially when you know the people involved 
and are known all over the country, as 1 
am known,“ said Mr. Reilly. 

Sheriff Collier and Coroner Paul returned 
to Winnebago late in the afternoon, and will 
continue attempts to solve the murder mys- 
tery there. 

“The comparison of these prints lets Mr. 
Reilly out entirely, said Mr. Collier. “ The 
marks are in every way dissimélar.

Reilly made a statement to Capt. Morgan 
A. Collins of the Thirty-eighth street police 
station following the examination at the bu- 
reau of identification. !

Chicago University Critic Says They

The afternoon was devoted by Mr. Linn 
to smashing literary masterpieces ot the 
day. All of them are divided into three 
classes, according to this young instructor 
in English in the University of Chicago.

According to Mr. Linn's statistics an Eng- 
lish novel is brought out every four hours. 
There are twenty rejected for every one ac- 
cepted. Therefore, a novel must be com- 
pleted every twenty minutes. 

In an effort No explain why some of these 
printed ones succeed, Mr. Linn accounted 
for Mr. Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch.“ 
He said that it tells one that people can live 
in grinding poverty and yet be happy. Read- 
ers are pleased to hear this where they de- 
spise to learn of unhappy poverty, because 
in the latter cases they feel responsible. They 
have a monetary unpleasant twinge. of 
conscience, and any such transitory dis- 
comfort they wish to avoid. They are pleased 

to hear of life as it is, however, and this Mrs. 
Wiggs presents without making any one 
feel as if he ought to do something to alle- 
viate the suffering. 
“Three Weeks presents all that was 
fetching in Albert Ross and Laura Jean 
Libbey.

BATTLE TO SAVE THE FRATS 
STARTED BY ALPHA KAPPA Pl. 


Decision Reached to Urge Passage of the 
Holaday Bill Now Pending Before 
the State Legislature. 


Plans for pushing the Holaday bill, which 
provides for the regulation of high schoo? 
fraternities and sororities, were discussed 
at length at last night's session of the Kappa 
Alpha Pi fraternity in the Palmer house. 
Twenty-five delegates from sixteen chapters 
in the middle west were present. 

“We simply want a square deal im this 
matter.“ A. C. Donavan, chairman of the 
meeting, said after the discussion, which 
was held behind closed doors, and we are 
going to fight to get the fraternities back in 
the Chicago schools. Weare willing to admit 
that the fraternities need regulation, and that 
ig the purpose of the bill that we have caused 
to be introduced in the legislature. 

Our bill is a compromise with the board 
of education. It provides that freshmen and 
sophomores may not become members of a 
fraternity, that a faculty member, having 
advisory powers, shall be a member of each 
fraternity, and that applicants for admission 
must have the same qualifications as far as 
school work is concerned as the men who are 
candidates for athletic teams. 

The bill also provides that the meetings 
of the fraternities shall be held on the school 
premises instead of in chapter houses. Any 
violation of the proposed law is punishable 
by the expulsion of the chapter from the 
school.“ 

The delegates voted to raise a fund for the 
purpose of sending representatives to Spring- 
field as lobbyists for the bill, which is now 
before the committee on education. 

The Breidt anti-fraternity bill has passed 
the senate and is now before the house. 

Chicago members of Kappa Alpha Pi fre- 
ternity said their membership had tripled 
since last September, when the ruling of the 
board of education forbidding fraternities 
was made. 

“The board was not unanimous in making 
the rung.“ Mr. Donavan said. “ Six mem- 
bers were in favor of letting the fraternities 
remain in the schools and they are in favor 
of our bill. I talked with Senator Breidt about 
the bill he introduced. He said he knew Httle 
about the matter and fathered the measure 
in response to the demands of the Federation 
of Women’s Clubs.

VENGEANCE HIS MOTIVE. 


Schuettler Gives Out Article 
from European Organ to Show 
Chief Saved His Life. 


Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler yester- 
day gave out what he considered conclusive 
evidence that Lazarus Averbuch, the young 
man whom Chief Shippy killed a year ago 
in defending himself against assassination, 
was an anarchist and was carrying out a 
plan in his attack on the police official. 

The evidence is in the form of an article 
in the January number of the Buntar, a vio- 
lent anarchistic organ, printed in Europe. 
The editor asserts he was a friend of Aver- 
buch, and boasts over his anarchistic lean- 
ings. It is set forth that Averbuch wrote to 
the editor a few minutes before he entered 
the Shippy home. 

The article has been in the possession of 
Detective Make Mills, Assistant Chief 
Schuettler’s expert on anarchy, for some 
time. The police ridicule a rumor that the 
paper is being made public for its possible 
political effect on the candidacy of Judge 
Mack, who interested himself with Jane 
Addams of Hull house and others in de- 
manding a public investigation at the time of 
the killing. A few radicals expressed the 
wish to have Chief Shippy indicted. Noth- 
ing came of the movement. 


Original Found by “The Tribune.” . 

These same persons have started rumors 
that the article was a fake.“ that two par- 
agraphs cut out by Detective Mills showed a 
local trades union stamp, and that the whole 
business was one of politics. Taz TRIBUNE 
got an original and found that the disputed 
Paragraph merely gave the address of the 
publishers as on a certain street in Geneva, 
Switzerland. Detective Mills stated that his 
purpose in removing the address was to pre- 
vent others from interfering with a police 
plan to obtain the original letter. 

As translated by Detective Mills the article 
in part reads as follows: 

“ News from Chicago. Lazarus 
buch. 

In the anarchistic press appears an article 
that Averbuch. who was killed by Chief 
of Chicago Police Shippy, was not an an- 
archist but an unemployed who asked for 
alms. I take it that my duty is to announce 
that Averbuch was an anarchist, and to 
prove the above I print below the letter sent 
by him to me. 

Averbuch Letter Verbatim. 

“Here is the verbatim of what he wrote 
a few hours ore the attack: 

My Dear Friend:

“* Dear, do not think that I am go

Anarchist Editor Elusive. 


The Buntar is published intermittently at 


various places in Hurope to evade the vigi- 
lance of the police. As Mills explains, one 
seldom can get in direct communication with 
the publisher, but must transact business 
through a third party. 

Mies Jane Addams in the May 2, 1908, issue 
of the “ Charities and the Commons,” the 
official publication of Hull house, expressed 
the belief that Averbuch was only one of tle 
unemploged seeking financial! ald from Chief 
Shippy. Chief Shippy’s friends rallied to his 
aid and pointed out that people on such a 
mission did not go as heavily armed as the 
dead anarchist, and it was also proven that 
Averbuch made several trips to the Shippy 
residence before he found the big chief. 

In addressing the Haymarket riot veterans 
recently, Chief Shippy remarked that a 
certain county judge had been interested in a 
$10,000 fund to prosecute him for slaying 
Averbuch. Judge Mack answered this by 
claiming to have taken only 4 passing inter- 
est and asserting that the fund never ex- 
ceeded $200. 

Chief Shippy declared in the afternoon that 
he was properly quoted on the $10,000 fund. 

“ The evidence that Averbuch was an an- 
archist is in Schuettler's hands, he said. 
“He Knows all about it. I don’t care to 
speak of it further.” 

“There never was any question in our 
minds that Averbuch was an anarchist,’ 
said Assistant Chief Schuettler, and it ip 
only just to Mr. Shippy to make that paper 
public. Many persons sought at the time in 
their zeal for Averbuch to discredit the 


chief. 
Darrow Upholds Shippy. 

Clarence S. Darrow declared that persons 
whose names he did not care to mention had 
asked him months ago to take up charges 
against Chief Shippy, that he had investi- 
gated, and that he had found evidence sus- 
taining the chief's action. 

“I went into it far enough to satisfy 
one with any sense that Averbuch intended 
to kill the chief and went to his home with 
that purpose, he said. “I told the persons 
who invited me to take up the case that there 
was nothing to it and that the chief did not 
deserve criticism. He was perfectly justified 
in the course he took. 

“Averbuoh planned to kill the chief be 
cause he stopped the parade of the unem- 
ployed. That became perfectly clear to me, 
although when I first read of the case 1 
thought Chief Shippy might have 
the young man’s purpose. It seemed strange 
that an immigrant who had been here only a 
year should seek the life of the chief of police.

Loop Owners Ask Assurance of 
Betterments Before Merger. 


PLAN AROUSES TO ACTION. 


Central Terminal Says All Reasonable 
Demands Will Be Met. 


Demands for retorms in the construction 
of the elevated loop have been renewed by 
the interested property owners as a result 
of the negotiations for a merger of the ele- 


: vated roads, and the prospect is that an ad- 


justment will be reached before the consoli- 
dation is effected. The city council's com- 
mittee on local transportation probably will 
take a hand in establishing peace between 
the contending interests. 

The Loop Protective association, composed 
of property owners in the streets occupied 
by the elevated structure in the downtown 
district, demands an elimination of excessive 
noise, a restoration of light to the loop streets, 
and a reduction of the congestion of trains. 
The organization is the author of litigation 
aimed at the ousting of the structure from 
the streets on the ground that its frontage 
consents were obtained illegally, and in this 
the association holds a formidable club over 
the roads which it desires to impress with 
the necessity of the reforms requested. 


Demand Made on Lines. 

As soon as the plans for the merger were 
made public the association immediately re- 
called attention to its demands. Attorney 
Clarence N. Goodwin, representing the asso- 
ciation, served notice that the Central Termi- 
nal company, which proposes to consolidate 
the properties; would be expected to make 
the improvements demanded. 

Some of the members of the association met 
at the headquarters in the McClurg building 
yesterday and discussed plans for the cam- 
paign. Another meeting will be held tomor- 
row. It was stated that the organization 
would not demand the abolition of the loop 
but would insist on radical improvements. 

„ do not know what the Loop Protective 
association is, said Ira M. Cobe, one of the 
promoters of the Central Terminal company. 
I don’t, take its opposition seriously if the 
tearing down of the loop is what it demands. 
The people would not stand for such a thing. 
More than 150,000, 000 people are carried 
around the loop every year. What would we 
do with them if that number were added to 
the surface lines? 


Traffic Crowding Facilities, 

“Moreover, the passenger traffic of the 
elevated roads is increasing 5 per cent a year 
compounded. Five years from now they will 
be carrying close to 200,000,000, and the sur- 
face lines will be carrying 75,000,000 more 
than they do now. We will need not only the 
loop and the surface lines but a big subway 
system to take care of al! this traffic, 

If we can bring about a consolidation we 
will improve the loop. We will meet the prop- 
erty owners and deal with them fairly. We 
will guarantee that the public will be satis- 
fied with the reforms effected.“

POOR FLOCK W. RICH CHURCH 


Rector Simon Blinn Blunt Re- 
ceives Call to New York. 


INVITED BY TRINITY CHAPEL 


Asks Him to Leave Wealthy Local Con- 
gregation for St. Luke’s. 


‘The rector of one of the wealthiest Episco- 
pal congregations in Chicago has been called 
to the pastorate of one of the poorest and 
most troubled congregations in New York, 
and his friends are eagerly awaiting his de- 
cision in the divided duty thus presented. 

The Rev. Simon Blinn Blunt, rector of the 
Church of the Redeemer, Fifty-sixth street 
and Washington avenue, has been invited 
to take charge of St. Luke’s chapel, New 
York, just at the time when he has signalized 
the sixth year of his pastorate at the former 
church with the completion of elaborate ad- 


| ditions to the church property. 


Chapel of Old Trinity. 

The situation of the church which desires 
his services is not so pleasant. It is a 
chapel of famous old Trinity, once in the 
heart of New York's fashionable district, 
but now occupied by a congregation drawa 
mainly from the laboring classes. 

The congregation recently has been wrought 
to a high pitch of excitement by its amal- 
gamation with the unwilling congregation of 
st. John’s chapel, another arm of Trinity. 
The members of St. John's refused to con- 
gent to the union until they had fought the 
matter out in the courts. 

The vestry of Trinity church decided to 
close St. John's last November. The com- 
municants numbered 500, but had no rep- 
resentation on the governing body, so they 
obtained a temporary injunction to keep 
the chapel open for religious services. This 
injunction recently has been dissolved, and 
it will be the problem of the new rector to 
weld the two agitated congregations into a 
harmonious unit. 


Rector Now Studies Duty. 

Mr. Blunt refused yesterday to state wheth- 
er or not he would accept the invitation ex- 
tended to him by the Rev. William T. Mann- 
ing, rector of Trinity church. 

„It is true I have been asked to accept the 
vicarate of St. Luke's, but I can say little 
about my plans.“ he seid. I am going to 
New York next week to talk the matter over 
with Dr. Manning. I shall not know what 
my decision will be until after my conference 
with him. 

“There probably is an opportunity to do 
more good in the New York place than I am 
able to do here. Even should I decide to 
accept the call, I do not know when I would 
leave Chicago.“ 

Mr. Blunt is 40 years old. He came to Chi- 
cago in December, 1908, to take charge of the 
Church of the Redeemer. He had formerly 
distinguished himself as senior curate of St. 
Stephen’s church, Providence, R. I. His work 
in Chicago has been counted remarkably 
successful. 


BOB SCHLAU APPEALS TO COURT 


Discharged Lieutenant of Police Asks a 
Writ Peremptorily Directing Res- 
toration to Post.

Both House el Senate Plan 
Expenditures Which Will

Springfield, III., May 8,—[{Special.}—It is 


totaling something over $19,000,000 for tne 
next biennial session. It is the house pro- 
gram to increase this to about $21,000,000. 
The senate plan would mean a state tax rate 
of about 52 cents on the hundred dollars—an 
increase of 2 cents over the present rate. 
The house plan would demand a tas rate of 
60 cents on the hundred dollars—an increase 
of 10 cents per hundred over the present rate. 
In the senate it Is proposed that the appro- 
priation billes shall be decreased as com- 
pared with the amounts allo-ved two years 
ago. As the appropriation bills now stand 
in the senate committee, they would give 
the following amounts, as compared with 
the appropriations two years ago, for three 
of the big departments of state government: 
Department. 
Charitable 


Cut of $1,000,000 Proposed. 

That represents a decrease of over $1,000- 
000 as compared with the appropriations of 
two years ago when the legislature was ac- 
cused of having badly mistreated some of the 
administrative departments. 

However, it will keep the state tax rate 
practically at its present maximum. An in- 


not upset the state, but an increase of 10 
cents, such as is proposed by thé house pro- 
gram, is not unlikely to do so. 

A compromise between the two houses will 
be necéssary before any appropriation bill 
can be passed. The plan contained in the 
senate plan probably comes nearer to the 
governor's ideas than that embraced in the 
house program. Senator Hurburgh, chair- 
man of the senate appropriation committee, 
is a friend of the state administration. and 
Representative Shanahan; chairman of the 
house committee, does not pretend to be. 

Mr, Shanahan is willing to deal fairly with 
the governor, but at the same time is not 
willing to make himself or the house com- 
mittee on appropriations or the house or- 
ganization responsible fo any criticism which 
might be caused by a failure to appropriate 
adequate sums for the maintenance of the 
state departments and institutions in the en- 
suing two years. 


Deneen Has Last Word. 

In the end Gov. Deneen will make the ap- 
propriations himself and will determine the 
tax rate. When the legislature has ad- 
journed and when Mr. Deneen has the ap- 
propriation bills before him for his approval 
or disapproval the question decisive as to 
the tax rate will be settled. 

By his veto the governor will decide just 
how high the tax rate is to be boosted. In 
spite of the efforts which are to be made to 
hold down the rate, it hag been decided as 
part of the administration plan that the Joliet 
penitentiary shall be rebuilt on another loca- 
tion. Bills to appropriate $100,000 a year for 
the next two years for the building of a new 
penitentiary have been introduced in both 
house and senate. It is proposed to reappro- 
priate the $500,000 which was set aside two 
years ago for the purchase of another site. 

It is the opinion of men interested in the 
relocating of the prison that the land, which 
was valued at $500,000 immediately after the 
decision of the preceding genera! assembly to 
rebuild the penitentiary, now can be bought 
for $350,000, and that the governor, by re- 
fusing to buy immediately after the appro- 
priation had been made and when values 
were inflated, has saved a considerable sum 
which otherwise would have been paid for 
the site. 

It is their opinion that the land owners 
have been taught, that they cannot inflate 
prices and that a new site near Joliet can 
be purchased now reasonably. It is because 
of this opinion that the legislature now is 
asked to appropriate the money necessary to 
make a start on the construction, it being 
estimated that $100,000 is about all that can 
be expended safely and economically in one 
year.

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CHANGES URG] 
IN STATE SCHOOLS 


State Board Points Out Need 
ot Reforms to Members 
ol Legislature. 


HOUSE HOLDS UP BILL. 


Working Basis for Better Educa- 
tion System Prevented 
from Passage. 


Springfield, III., May 8.—The state educa- 
tional commission, appointed by the last 
preceding legislature to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the common school system of 
Illinois and the laws under which it is organ- 
ized and operated, and to make @ compara- 
tive study of other school systems, has fin- 
ished its work. . 

The commission’s preliminary report prob- 
ably will be delivered to members of the 
present general assembly next week. Its 
final report is ready for the printer, and its 
recommendations, in the form of bills, are 
nearly all in the general assembly now. The 
appropriation practically is used up, and, 
while many subjects, including the important 
one of vocational instruction, remain un- 
touched, those which were covered at all 
were covered fully. 

The commission the creation 
of a state board of education, and the town- 
ship system of organization of schools, be- 
sides state uniformity in teachers’ examina- 
tions—a feature already enjoyed by more 
than fifteen other states—most of these rec- 
ommendations being covered by its bills. In 
its final chapter the preliminary report ex- 
plains that the commission has not had time 
to formulate its opinions on text book prices 
or uniformity, high school fraternities, and 
some other subjects on which bills have been 
introruced in the legisiature. 


Men Who Did the Work. 

The report and the bills recommended occu- 
pied the time of President E. J. James of 
the University of Illinois, President R. E. 
Hieronymus of Eureka college, Principal Ad- 
fred Bayliss of the Western Illinois Normal 
school, Edwin G. Cooley, former superintend- 
ent of schools of Chicago; County Superin- 
tendent A. F. Nightingale of Cook county, 
and Harry Taylor, principal of the Harris- 
burg Township High school, all of whom 
served without salary. and Ira Woods How- 
erth of the University of Chicago, secre- 
tary of the commission. 

Some of the bills it recommended, notably 
the one for the codification of the echool 
laws, were introduced early in the session, 
and for one cause or another were blocked, 
while others had the misfortune to wait until 
the closing days of the session after the 
scramble had begun to clean things up. 

While legislators regard it as a possibility 
that some of the commission's bills will be 
passed the admitted probability is against 
most of them, including the foundation stone 
of the commission's work—the bill codifying 
existing school laws. This bill, compared 
with the present statutes on schools, is short, 
and the commission claims for it the merit 
that no material change from the present 
law is included in it. 


Bill Only Working Basis. 

Much time was used in explaining to diesat- 
isfied members of both houses that the law 
thus codified was not intended as perfect, 
that the commission itself would propose 
amendments to it, and only wanted a work- 
ing basis which would be understandable. 
When this was perceived the bill passed the 
senate, but was stopped in the house by op- 
position which it is claimed is now with- 
drawn. Most of the other bills remain tied 
up in committees, 

Besides codifying what Secretary Howerth 
designated as the “hodge podge’”’ of the pres- 
ent school laws into an understandable unit, 
the commission made various discoveries 
about the system. An indication of the pres- 
ent value placed upon the services of educa- 
tors is found in the commission's recom- 
mendation that a teacher holding a second 
grade certificate ought to get $315 per year 
for her services, or less than $1 a day, while 
a teacher holding a first grade certificate 
should receive $385 per year. The commis- 
sion also found that in the free schools of 
Illinois 5,956 pupils pay tuition, the revenue 
from this source being $157,388 annually. 
It says it has discovered that the state high 
schools are without adequate inspection, and 
that teachers’ institutes are insufficiently 
cared for. It advocates a better salary scale 
for county superintendents as well as for 
teachers.

During the noon recess it became known 
that the jury had agreed upon a verdict, but 
court had adjourned till 1:30 p. m., and until 
that hour no intimation could be had of what 
the verdict was. The courtroom was crowded 
almost to suffocation when the jury filed in 
at 1:30 and the foreman announced they had 
agreed.

“We contend.“ continues Mr. Dobyns in 
bis brief, that the whole evidence in the 
tase shows that the entries on the books 
were not made to show the real nature of 
the transactions but to conceal it; that it 
shows conclusively that at the time of the 
transactions Mr. Walsh's intention was not, 
as president of the bank, in good faith to 
make good loans and investments for the 
bank but to get the funds of the bank to pro-

Later on, in speaking of this same line of 
evidence, it is stated in the brief: Mr. 
Walsh was in absolute control of the Chicago 
National bank, the Equitable Trust company, 
and the Home Savings bank, and could ap- 
ply their funds as he desired. Mr. Walsh 
was engaged in the promotion of a large 
number of struggling enterprises which were 
in desperate need of funds. Generally speak- 
ing, his mode of procedure was: He would 
learn of some enterprise that was bankrupt, | 
or about to go into bankruptcy, and he would 
purchase it at a low price. He would then 
organize a corporation and sell the enter- 
prise to this corporation, taking in payment 
the capital stock and a sufficient number of 
bonds, which at their face value would more 
than reimburse him for the price originally 
paid for the property. 


Tells of Bond Deals. 

“There would, of course, be no market 
for these bonds, and he would put them into 
one or all of his three banks at anywhere 
from 90 to par. In this way Mr. Walsh would 
false the money to pay for a property by 
Selling its own bonds to his own bank when 
they were unmarketable at any price else- 
Where. If the enterprise was successful, 
Mr. Walsh made the profit and the bank got 
the interest on the bonds. If the enterprise 
should fail, Mr. Walsh lost nothing, and the 
bank lost the amount of the investment. 

At the closing of the bank. Dec. 16, 1905, 
Mr. Walsh had taken about $16,000,000 of the 
funds of the three banks for his personal 
Speculations, yet his name appeared no- 
where on the books of the bank as debtor or 
borrower in any amount and the true state 
of affairs was not discovered until the ex- 
haustive examination was made by the ex-

FORMER WIFE A CREDITOR.

Kidnaping of Willie Whitla. 

Willie Whitla is the son of a prominent at- 
torney of Sharon and a relative of some 
of the wealthiest citizens in the town. He 
went to school as usual one morning earlier 
in the spring and before time for the pu- 
pils to be dismissed a man drove up in a buggy 
and asked the teachtr for him, saying the 
child’s father had sent for him. The teacher 
put on the boy’s coat and hat and kissed him 
good-by, saying jokingly as she did so: 

„ hope you will not be kidnaped.”’ 

When Willie failed to return home searen 
was made for him, but for days no trace of 
him was found. Then the father began to 
receive letters from the kidnapers demanding 
$10,000 and assurance of immunity if they 
returned the boy. Mr. Whitla agreed to 
e kidnapers’ terms and after a series of 
exasperating delays paid the money in a 
little store in a Cleveland suburb, returned 
to a downtown hotel, and the boy was taken 
‘o him there. 

A few days later the police caught James 
Boyle and his wife trying to flee from Cleve- 
land and nearly all of the money pald by Mr. 
Whitla was taken from Mrs. Boyle and re- 
turned to its owner. 


Houses Not Modern Type. 

Home economics is not a term which we 
apply simpiy to the teaching of better but 
cheaper cookery,” said Mrs. Richards, but 
what we mean “by the term home  eco- 
nomics’ is better liviag conditions in the 
home, if we can keep a home. This means 
not only cooking but cleanliness, arrange- 
ment, and the whole management of the 
home, taking special care of all the details. 

In the first place, we must go way back 
to the construction. The house must be built 
without crevices or wall decorations, for in- 
stance, that are good hiding places for dust. 
Of course, we can’t rebuild all of the houses 
in the country, but we can see to it that the 
houses that are built in the future are well 
built. This accounts for the great popularity 
of the apartment house all over the country— 
simply because one does not have to get down 
on one’s knees to do the cleaning. The first 
idea, then, is to see what is essential in the 
house itself. 

“The next good management. There has 
got to be good management and supervision. 
The common idea is that a housekeeper can 
hire a maid, and expect her to do everything 
without telling her just how it should he 
done. Home economics, in brief, then simply 
means modern business methods in the 
home, so you see that the cooking is but a 
small part.’’

“Nobody ever pledged me,” he said, to 
revise the tariff downward or to revise it 
upward. What we are pledged to is & re- 
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vision, and I suppose we are here to revise 


in view of the interests of the whole country. 
It it is wise to reduce rates, then reduce 
them: if it is wiser to give greater protect! 
we should do that, and if it is wise to keep 
them as they are then that should be done. 
That has been the attitude of the committee 
on finance, and without professing infallibil- 
ity we have adopted that line of action.“

A vast 
number of people had called on members of 
the committee and 490 out of every 1,000 
of them had come to obtain increases in the 
duties in which they were interested. 


Who Are Consumers, Anyway? 


The senator from Nebraska,“ he con- 
tinued, talks about the consumers not being 
represented before the committee on finance 
Who are the consumers?

Producers’ Word on Lead Duty. 


Mr. Clay took exception to a statement by 
Mr. Aldrich that he had given predominance 
to statements by the lead producers as to 
their needs for a duty on lead, and declared 
that if that course was pursued the refiners 
of sugar would name the rate to be fixed on 
that product and other producers would do 
likewise to the exclusion of the consumer. 

Mr. Aldrich said he had only said that 
when the testimony of American producers 
and the importers of goods from foreign coun- 
tries conflicted he took the testimony of the 
American producers and that he said he pro- 
posed to continue to do so. 

Section 180 of the Aldrich bill, placing a 
duty of 2% cents per pound on pig lead was 
read and Senator Bristow arose to oppose 
the increase from 1% cents a pound as pro- 
vided in the house bill.

pired in 1890, our tariff is inflexible. We have 
had no meane of preventing discrimination 
except in a few countries which produce 
wine and some other articles. The result 
hae been that we have invited discrimine- 
tien because European countries and the new 
Japan knew perfectly well we could not re- 
taliate nor ‘we have any concessions to 
make for further favors. 

The result has been that all the protected 
countries have discriminated against the 
United States more or less because by doing 
so they could secure special favors for their 
own goods from the country to which prefer- 
ence was given 


All Agreed on the Plan. 

Long ago, when tariff revision first was 
talked about. the Republican leaders of the 
house and senate. almost without exception, 
came to the conclusion that the maximum 
and minimum tariff was the only practical 
system of reciprocity. At the Chicago con- 
vention last year there was a good deal of 
difference of opinion as to the wording of 
the tariff plank. There was practically no 
difference of opinion regarding the declara- 
. for a maximum and minimum tariff 
system. 

Standpatters like Spéaker Cannon and 
Senator Lodge had been won over to this 
idea, which, it may be said in passing. was 
originated by the revisionists and tariff re- 
formers themselves because they saw that 
reciprocity by treaty had been a failure, 

If there is any one thing in which the ex- 
porters of the United States are interested 
it ig the passage of the maximum and min- 
imum section of the new law. Its effect can- 
not be anything else except to stimulate our 
foreign trade. It will enable the president 
to tell all foreign nations that if they do not 
give us the benefit of their minimum rates, 
no matter how. high. or low they may be, 
and if they do not cease unfair discrimina- 
tion against Amérrcan products by means of 
trade and alleged sanitary regulations. they 
must be prepared to face the loss of the 
American market. 


Foreign Manufacturers Against It. 

The only persons really interested in de- 
feating the maximum and minimum tariff 
manufacturers abroad. It would 
be to their interest to have the United States 
voluntarily deprive herself of an irresistible 
weapon. because then they could get into 
our market under an inflexible tariff and at 
the same time discriminate against us in 
favor of other countries which were wise 
enough to retain the system we had rejected. 

‘There is not a manufacturer of agricul- 
tural implements, nor a shipper of wheat, 
nor a packer, nor any other American man- 
ufacturer engaged in the export trade who 
does not know how greatly our foreign 
commerce has been hampered by direct or 
indirect discrimination against our products. 
There is not a public man in the Republican 
party, of wide experience in financial mat- 
ters, from President Taft down. who does 
not recognize that the maximum and mini- 
mum tariff system, if properly applied, win 
not increase our tariff rates, because there ig 
no country which can afford to lose the Amer-

Grubb of Democratic Tendencies. 

Mr. Grubb succeeds Judge Hundiey, who 
was twice named for the place, but failed 
of confirmation by the senate, and resigned 
He had Democratic tendencies when he left 
Obio and supported Palmer and Buckner in 
1886, and has opposed Mr. Bryan ever since. 
He voted for Mr. Taft at the last presi- 
dential election, but has never taken an active 
part in politics. 

Mr. Willard was a leading lawyer of Min- 
neapolis before his appointment as a jus- 
tice of the Supreme court in the Philippines, 
where he served with distinction. It was 
there he met Mr. Taft. 


Arizonian Also Given Place.

President Taft today also appointed Thom- 
as J. Akins as postmaster at St. Louis, Mo., 
to succeed Mr. Wyman.

Louis. It was said at the White house today 
that there was a strong probability that Mr. 
Akins would be succeeded as assistant treas- 
urer in charge of the St. Louis subtreasury 
by Oscar L. Whitelaw. 


Ex-Gov. Upham Declines Post.

VALUABLE LAND TO BE OPENED. 


Shoshone Irrigation Project Will Pro- 
vide 150,000 Acres for Settlement 
Near Yellowstone Park. 


Washington, D. C., May 8.—Large areas of 
valuable farming lands in a region described 
by government experts as of wonderful scenic 
grandeur; of exceeding fertility, and free 
from cyclones, blizzards, or other severe 
storms, will be opened to settlers on May 22. 
The lands are situated in the Shoshone irri- 
gation project, which eventually will reclaim 
150,000 acres east of the Yellowstone Na- 
tional park. 

The farms are to be offered for settlement 
under the homestead law, subject to the 
charge of actual cost of supplying water to 
the land, which has been fixed at $46 per 
acre, payable in not more than ten annual 
installments, with no interest. The settler, 
however, will be required to pay annually $1 
per acre for the maintenance of irrigation. 

To supply water from the Shoshone river 
the government is constructing a dam witha 
height of 328.4 feet, or 48 feet higher than the 
Flatiron building in New York.

Six Others Are Injured in Labor 
Clash at Superior, Wis. 


‘UNION MEN HURL MISSILEs. 


Arrival of Steamer Berlin Results in 
Wild Dem onstragion. 


Duluth, Minn. May 8.—One dead and six 
injured is the story of a riot which occurred 
at Superior, Wis., tonight as a result of a 
clash between union and nonunion men when 
the steamer Berlin tied up at the North- 
western Fuel company's dock. The dead 
man’s name is Rourke and he belonged to the 
Lake Seamen’s union. 

The Berlin is a nonunion boat and arrived 
in Duluth with coal to be discharged at the 
dock mentioned. 

Boon after its arrival a large crowd of 
union men gathered at the dock and began 
throwing chunks of coal and other missiles 
at the captain and crew. Several of the lat- 
ter were injured more or less severely and 
when the fight was at its height some one, 
it is said, from the boat fired a shot at the 
crowd and Rourke dropped dead. He was 
hastily conveyed to the morgue, where his 
body now lies. This practically ended the 
fighting. 

The police were immediately notificd and 
every effort made to apprehend the ring- 
leaders. The police of Duluth were com- 
municated with and all the officers on both 
sides ot the bay are on the lookout.

All hope of finding the body 
was abandoned after a search of two weeks. 

A few days ago the flattened body of a 


child was found in a bale of cotton which 


was opened in Liverpool, end a hunt was 


begun to establish the identity of the child. 


Through the various channels the cotton 
was traced back to the broker who bought 
t in Texas to the gin from which the broker 


purchased it, and finally it was found it was 


the body of the Hartmann child. 
Child’s Sleep Is Fatal. 

18 supposed tnat tne onna, alter coming 


to the gin with his father, slipped away trom 
him, crawled into the open press and went 


to sleep. The gin was filled with cotton and 
the pressing of the latter made it impossible 


for the child to scream, even if he was 
awakened. When the cotton’ was pressed 
into a bale by the heavy machinery the boy's 
body was crushed into the mags. 

The body will be shipped back to this coun- 
try for burial in the family lot.

Many of the commissioners are distinguished 
lawyers, sent up because of the legal compli- 
Cations caused by the recent decision of the

The campaign for moderator of the as- 
sembly, the highest office within the gift o“ 
the Presbyterian church, is running warm. 
and there are already more candidates in the 
field than ever before, and the friends of the 
several candidates are carrying on a bus) 
correspondence with the commissioners in 
the Interest of their favorites. 

So far the list is as follows: The Rev. 
Robert McKenzie, D. D., of New York, re- 
cently elected president of the San Francisco 
Theological seminary; the Rev. William L. 
McEwan, D. D., pastor of the Third Presby- 
terlan church of Pittsburg; the Rev. James 
M. Barkley, D. D., of Detroit; the Rev. How- 
ard .Agnew Johnson, D. D., of Colorado 
Springs, Colo.; the Rev. E. P. Hill, D. D., of 
Chicago, and the Rev. Mark A. Matthews, 
D. D., of Seattle, Wash. 

Justice John M. Harlan of the United States 
Supreme court has been withdrawn on ac- 
count of the indisposition of the assembly to 
break traditions and elect a layman. 


Chances of the Candidates. 

A careful estimate places the Rev. Dr. 
Barkley of Detroit and the Dev. Dr. McEwan 
of Pittsburg in the lead, with the chances in 
favor of Dr. Barkley. He received the ex- 
ceptional compliment of an election as the 
head of his delegation by acclamation, and 
he has been assured of the undivided support 
of the synods of Michigan and Wisconsin, and 
he is also promised strong support in many 
other synods. Dr. Barkley came close to be- 
ing elected three years ago and is well known 
all over the church. He served with distinc- 
tion four years as a soldier in a North Caro- 
lina regiment of the confederate army, and 
he will have large support from the old sol- 
diers of both the “ blue and the gray who 
will be commissioners in the assembly. Dr. 
McEwan of Pittsburg was also chosen as the 
head of the delegation from the largest pres- 
bytery in the Presbyterian church, and his 
name will be placed before the assembly by 
Chancellor Samuel B. McCormick, D. D., of 
the University of Pittsburg, one of the lead- 
ing orators of the church, who made the 
famous speech at Los Angeles nominating 
the Rev. Dr. William Henry Roberts, who 
withdrew and allowed the Rev. Dr. Robert

Dr. McEwan will receive the solid support 
of the synods of Missouri. Kentucky, and

Fullerton will open the assembly with a ser- 
mon on the great opening for the church in 
the south and southwest, after which the 
election of his successor will take place. 


Caucuses and Electioneering. 

Caucuses and combinations of all kinds are 
possible on the evening before. Last year the 
Rev. Dr. Matthews of Seattle was induced to 
withdraw with assurances that he would 
have a good chance this year, but such prom- 
ises are np likely to be fulfilled, as every 
assembly consists of a new body of commis- 
sioners. 

The evening before the assembly convenes 
will be devoted to a large massmeeting in 
the interest of foreign missions, when ad- 
dresses will be made by missionaries from the 
foreign field. 

All the boards of the church will pass in 
annual inspection. 

The movement for consolidation of some of 
the boards will again come before the as- 
sembly through an overture on the subject 
from the presbytery of Cleveland, and by its 
influence, from several other presbyteries. 

Action will be taken with reference to the

Church Conflict Gives Start. 

A practicing solicitor in a small way he 
might have remained if it had not been for 
one of these rows, half religious, half po- 
litical, in which Wales still delights, for 
there the fundamental passion and the real 
dividing line of all life—social, economical. 
religious, and political—is the fight between 
the Anglican church and the Nonconformist 
chapel. 

A poor collier had, in dying, asked that his 
body might be buried by the side of his 
daughter, whom he had tenderly loved. But 
the body of the daughter was buried in the 
Anglican churchyard and the father was a 
Nonconformist. This led to one of those dis- 
gusting and scandalous squabbles at the 
graveside between the Anglican clérgyman 
and the Nonconformists which used to be 
so common. 

The Nonconformists went to Lioya George, 
and never was there a man more fitted to 
lead such a revolt and never was there a 
revolt more suitable to a man and to his gifts, 
and his opportunities, and prospects. For 
Lioyd George is a born fighter, knowing no 
such word as fear; prompt, ready, and when 
once he makes up his mind as inflexible as 
any of the sternest figures of the French 
revolution. 

He gave advice to resist at once; to defy the 
parson, to break down the walls of the grave- 
yard if need be; to riot—in fact, he pro- 
claimed civil war, and was ready to lead the 
rebellious forces. He then, turning to the 
other side of his character, took the case into 
the courts and with that mingled adroitness 
and courage which are his character, he 
fought the battle out with all the complex 
machinery of the solicitor and the law books, 
and: ultimately, I believe, triumphed in estab- 
lishing the rights of his dead client to have 
his ashes buried with the dust of his daugh- 
ter in the same grave. 


Defeats a Rich Opponent. 

And so in a few weeks the obscure lad, with 

scarcely @ case and with scarcely a penny, 
had become a name known all through Wales,

PREDICT A-HITCH.IN MAKING 
A KNIGHT OF ST. PATRICK. 


Lord Pirrie’s Unpopularity May Affect 
Ceremony of Investiture in Which 
Lord Granard Will Be the Principal. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE rn UN. ] 
DUBLIN. April 27.—It is the general opin- 
ion here, even among the castle people, that 
the coming installation of Lord Granard. 
who merried Beatrice Mills, as Knight of 
St. Patrick, will not be accomplished with- 
out some regrettable occurrence. It will be 
remembered that Lord Castletown's instal- 
lation in the same honor had to be post- 
poned because of the theft of the Irish crown 
jewels. and Lord Pirrie’s installation was 
boycotted by the other knights of the famous 
order. 

The expected trouble in connection with 
the honor to be bestowed upon Lord Gra- 
nard has really nothing to do with the earl. 
Personally, he is extremely popular, not 
only among the people but among the aris- 
tocracy. The predictions of unpleasant in- 
cidents have their foundation fp the circum- 
stance that as junior knight of the order 
Lord Pirrie will take a prominent part. 

The unpopularity of Lord Pirrig is due to 
the quite open end barefaced way in which he 
is said to have bought his decoration. Aside 
from the Order of the Garter, that of St. 
Patrick is the highest honor at the disposal 
of King Edward. To an Irishman it un- 
doubtedly takes precedence over the Garter. 
Of late years there has been a tendency 
in high places to dispose of this premier Irish 
decoration for cash, and to this practice the 
holders registered their opposition by refus- 
ing to attend the investiture of Lord Pirrie. 
The price paid by Lord Pirrie, who is the 
head of the great shipbullding and engineer- 
ing firm of Harland & Wolff. fs said to have 
been the price of redemption of the Irish 
crown jewels, which were held for a large 
sum. Although the fact is sem!-officially 
denied they are now said to be safely repos- 
ing in the safe from which htey were mys- 
teriously removed more than a year ago.

French Colors Stand Long.

The circumstance caused serlous question- 
ings not only anfong the government minis- 
ters, of whom a number of the highest were 
present at the reception at the embassy, but 
also other French ladies and gentlemen as to 
whether they could greet the bridegroom in 
the hated uniform. 

All Circles Are Disturbed. 

The count's taste as well as the problem 
raised ever since has been the subject of 
heated debate in social and political circles, 
though it is difficult to understand why, see- 
ing that German military and naval attachés 
attend the presidential receptions in uniform. 

The Matin aroused considerable feeling in 
Paris by contrasting the treatment given to 
German aeronauts, who are forced by the 
wind to land in France, with that given the 
French balloonists blown across the German 
frontier. During one week seven German 
balloons, pliloted for the most part by army 
offiéers, came down in France.

GOT $8,000 PEARL FOR40 CENTS 


For a Year the Gem Traveled, Every 
New Owner Getting a Big Profit 
on the Investment. 


PARIS, May 8.—A charwoman picked up 
a pearl pin last summer in the gravel of the 
Champs Biysées, and, having no idea of its 
value, she showed jt to a jeweler, who\dis- 
honestly took advantage of her ignorance 
and gave her 40.cents for It. 

He was not much wiser himself, however, 
as he sold it for $20 to a dealer, who easily 
found a purchaser at $50. The latter got 
$200 for it with equal ease from a fifth per- 
son, who-in his turn went over to London 
with the pear! pin and disposed of it for $4,000 
to a jeweler. 

In his turn the jeweler showed it to a de- 
tective, who recognized it as a pearl wortn 
$8,000, which had been lost or stolen a year 
before in Paris, and which he had been com- 
missioned to trace and, if possible, recover. 

The detective started investigating, step by 
step, the history of the jewel in the twelve 
months, and was able not only to ascertain 
exactly through what hands it had passed but 
to annul each successive deal of which it had 
been the subject, from the $4,000 paid by the 
London jeweler down even tothe two francs 
which the charwoman had got for her find.

-Pamphlets, and other writings; dramatic 
or dramatical music works, choreograph- 
ie works and pantomimes, the acting 
fixed in writing or 
otherwise; musical compositions, with or 
without words; works of design, painting, 
architecture, sculpture, engraving, and 
lithography ; iliustrations, geographicai 
charts, plans, sketches, and plastic works 
relative to geography, topography, archi- 
tecture, or science. 

Translations, adaptations, arrangements of 
music and other reproductions in an al- 
tered form of a literary or artistic work, as 
-well as collections of different works will 
receive protection as original works without 
prejudice to the rights of the author of the 
original werk. The term of protection grant- 
ed covers the life of the author and arty years 
after his death. 


Articles Given Full Protection. 


Serial stories, tales, and all other works, 
whether literary, sciéntific, or artistic, what- 
ever their object, published in the news- 
papers or periodicals of one of the countries 
of the union, may not be reproduced in the 
other countries without the consent of the 
authors, but with these exceptions any news- 
paper article may be reproduced by another 
newspaper unless the reproduction thereof fs 
expressly forbidden. The protection pro- 
vided does not apply to the news of the day 
or to miscellaneous information which is 
simply in the nature of items of newe* 

An interesting resumé of the evolution of 
copyright was. given during the conference 
by Dr. Kohler, professor of the faculty of 
law of the University of Berlin. He stated 
that the idea of a copyright developed in the 
fifteenth century after the discovery of the 
art of printing. The City of Venice was the 
' first to give expression to this law, and Italy, 
Spain, France, Germany, and England fol- 
lewed the example of the ancient kingdom. 
Thus all the nations which during the renais- 
sance were at the head of progress contrib- 
uted to the glorious work of creating a law 
unknown to antiquity which contemplated 
the protection of ideas. In 1700 England 
promulgated the first modern laws covering 
copyright.

The Russian inhabitants 
are practically ruined, A different picture ia 
presented in the Japanese half. A compre- 
hensive plan of road improvements has been 
partially completed. The mineral riches of 
the southern side are profitably exploited. 

Three hundred thousand acres are under 
high cultivation and 6 000 000 acres of supe- 
rior timber are supplying the materia! for 
building construction. The fisheries indus- 
try is being developed. The Russian portion 
of island is as rich in wood, coal, and 
iron as that under the contro! of the Jap- 
anese, but these sources of natural wealth 
are either neglected or stolen. 


Russian Shows China’s Invasion. 

The activity of Japan in China is well 
known to the western world, but a Russian 
inVestigator; A. N. Petroff, recently made a 
report which gives in concrete form some 
facts which graphically describe the Jap- 
anese policy. School books are translated 
into Chinese from the Japanese, and in spe- 
clal eciences all the terminology is adapted 
from that language. Among foreign teach- 
ers in China 95 per cent are Japanese. The 
greatest number of these teach medicine, the 
smallest occupy chairs of jurisprudence. 

Japanese merchants have formed trusts 
and given credit for the purpose of attracting 
Chinese traders. In agriculture the Jap- 
anese exercise less influence, but schools for 
the treatment of the silkworm are estab- 
lished on Japanese principies. There is no 
doubt that the influence of the Japanese is on 
the increase not only in commerce and indus- 
try but also in a political way. 


NEW FASHION IN MUSTACHES. 


Parisians Affect the Close Cropped, 
Tooth Brush Stub, and Eschew 
Smooth Faces. 


PARIS. May 8—A new fashion in mus- 
taches which has been introduced into Paris 
from Germany is now making its appearance 
on the boulevards. 

Men are to be seen walking about with 
closely cropped mustaches, which resemble 
the stub end of a toothbrush. The mustache 
is cropped close, and ig then brushed up and.

out like bristles.

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Larger Corn Receipts Expected and 
Futures Are Under Pressure. 


Traders who bought wheat late in the day 
eon Friday had a loss of 2@8c staring them 
fm the face at the opening yesterday, and 
there was no time during the day when prices 
were near the previous closing level. Liver - 
pool came disappointingly weak, the effect 
ot the bullish government report being offset 
abroad by heavy selling by large houses on 
orders supposed to emanate from big local 
concerns, and larger Russian shipments than 
expected. The slump in Liverpool unsettled 
sentiment on this side, and there was a wild 
rush to unload tke grain bought on the Fri- 
day .bulge. The market was honeycombed 
with stop loss orders, and not until July 
reached $1.15 and September $1.06% was 
“there any good buying. Trade was wild and 
excited all through the session with price 
changes quick and violent. At the close val- 
wes were 1c off for May, 3c lower for July, 
2@2%c off for September, and 2@2\%c off for 
December. 


Rains Southwest Cause Selling. 

Scattered showers in the section in Kansas 
where drought has threatened substantial 
damage was a big bear influence also, and 
there was more or less selling of the July 
on these rains. Late advices said the precip- 
Station had not heen heavy, but there was 
little rallying power to the market, outside 
traders having become discouraged by the 
erratic and inconsistent course of values. 
The Liverpool market closed %d up to 2d 
lower. The largest declines were in the May 
and July futures, the far off months showing 
fair gains. Russia shipped more than 3.000. 
000 bu of wheat, and the Danube a fair quan- 
tity, which will bring the world's shipments 
up to larger proportions than expected. The 
decrease on passage stocks wes estimated 
at 820,000 bu. Rains in Russia and more fa- 
vorable continental crop reports had some in- 
fluence abroad. Paris closed e off; Ant- 
werp, unchanged; Berlin, 1%c lower; Buda- 
pest, ce up; and Buenos Aires, unchanged to 

higher. 


Market Is Overbought. 

Overbought pit conditions as much as other 
influences were responsible for the break 
here. Selling by Logan-Bryan on the de- 
cline helped the slump along, and there was 
free offerings by Barrell, Armour, Clement- 
Curtis, Armour, and Bartlett-Patten. The 
latter concern bought on the break. Armour 
sold the December principally, but the July 
was under the most pressure. May was com- 
paratively strong, a fair demand existing 
from shorts, with the offerings being supplied 
by the Patten house. There was a disposition 
to regard the government report as having 
been discounted by the present high level of 
values, and the outside buying was discour- 
aged by the opening break. 

Seeding in the northwest is making rapid 
progress, a Winnipeg report saying from 65 
to 75 per cent of the wheat had been sown. 
On this side of the international boundary 
the seeding is well along toward completion. 


Primary Receipts Are Small. 

Primary receipts were small—178,000 bu, 
against 313,000 bu a year ago, and local ar- 
rivals were 4 cars, with 5 cars promised for 
today. A moderate cash business was done, 
sales being reported at 30,000 bu, but millers 
are holding off until the market shows more 
signs of steadiness. The export inquiry both 
for Manitobas and new crop hard wheats is 
slow and bids are generally out of line, al- 
though sales were reported at Winnipeg of 
48.000 bu. Foreigners seem to be having 
their wants supplied in a way to relieve them 
of any immediate anxiety. A fair sized de- 
crease is expected in the visible supply to- 
morrow. Winnipeg receipts were consider- 
7 under those of a year ago at 42 cars, and 
arrivals in the northwest were lighter. Min- 
— stocks decreased 125,000 bu for one 

. 

Patten House Sells Corn. 

Sentiment in the corn trade is becoming 
more bearish as the result of the shifting of 
the influence of the Bartlett-Patten house to 
the selling side. Prices were under pressure 
all day, with Bartlett brokers, Armour, 
Clement-Curtis, Champlin, and local bears 
doing the most of the selling. Expected 
larger receipts and ideal weather for planting 
an immense acreage of corn were the de- 
pressing factors. The cash market weak- 
ened; prices were 1@1%c lower. Sales were 
fair at 130,000 bu, including 80,000 bu No. 2 
out of store at le over May. Local stocks are 
practically exhausted. Primary receipts were 
277,000 bu, against 252.000 bu a year ago. Lo- 
cal cars, 117, with 148 cars expected tomor- 
row. Liverpool closed 4d higher and Buenos 
Aires unchanged to %c up. Final prices were 
%@%@i1c lower, July declining the most. 


Oats Show Modest Losses. 

Oata were sold freely by Bartlett-Patten 
and Armour as well as by Logan-Bryan and 
Barrell, which, with the weak tone in other 
cereals, caused a lower market, final prices 
being 14%@14\%c lower. There was a firmer 
undertone to the market than in either corn 
or wheat, however, there being good buying 
by Wagner. Wells, and Knight-McDougal. 
Larger receipts are expected, but it is not 
generally believed the movement will be op- 
pressive, while the shipping demand con- 
tinues fair. Sample prices were „Ne lower, 
with sales of 125,000 bu. Primary arrivals 
were 364,000 bu, compared to 450,000 bu a year 
ago. Local arrivals were 148 cars, with 169 
-estimated fortomorrow. Weather conditions 
were favorable in all directions. 


Rye Dull and Unchanged. 

Rye was dull and unchanged. May closed 
nominally at 82c, July, 82c, and September, 
Soc bid and 82c asked. No. 2 was quoted 
86c, No. 8, 786820, and No. 4, 506710. Re- 
ceipts were 8 cars. 

Barley met with a good demand at firm 
prices. Malting was quoted 69% ie, mixing, 
69@71c, and screenings, 50@71c. Receipts were 
34 cars. 

Flaxseed advanced 2c in sympathy with 
the stronger northwestern markets. No. 1 
northwestern closed at $1.68%, No. 1 from the 
northwest, $1.67, and No. 1 southwestern, 
61.58%.

“In reviewing the corn situation lem more than 


months this year have been 5,000,000 bu less than 
last year, and 25.000,000 bu less than two years 
ago. The receipts of hogs for the same months 
have been 600 000 less than a year ago. If the 
corn was raised last year it is still on the farm, 
which I think is the case, as the weather for the

Must Hand Over $100 Each for Not Re- 
porting to Their Respective Clubs by 
by April 14. 


Cincinnati, O., May 8.—Pitcher Ed Walsh 
of the Chicago American league team and 
Second Baseman John J. Evers of the Chi- 
cago Nationais must each pay a fine of $100 
for failure to report to their respective clubs 


before April 14. The players were reinstated 


yesterday, and the announcement of the 
fine was made by the national baseball com- 
mission today. 
The commission in imposing the fines said: 
“It is our judgment that the rule requir- 
ing players to report to the clubs having title 


to their services must be strictly enforced. |

place such clubs in jeopardy in so far as the 
championship race is concerned, and we re- 
peat it is for that reason this habit must be 
broken up, if possible.

The track was scraped and rolled 
while the hot weather of the last two or 
three days put it in almost perfect condi- 


tion. 
Colors Make It Gala Day. 

On the east side of the field a group of tents 
was erected to furnish quarters for the vis- 
iting teams, and the white colors of the track 
suits, the variegated colors of blankets, dress- 
ing gowns, and sweaters made a picturesque 
sight.

CLARK HANDICAP TO MIAMI. 


Takes Feature Event from Areite in 
Stirring Struggle. 


Louisville, Ky., May 8.—S8ix races were run 
at Churchill Downs this afternoon and in 
each event the track record was broken, 
which establishes a world’s record, as a sim- 
ilar performance never before occurred on 
any racetrack. a 

Each of the six winners showed dazzling 
speed, and though the finishes were close in 
the majority of the events, the victors were 
well played by the form players. 

The most notable record shattered was in 
the last race, when Bellview ran a mile and 
a quarter in 2:06 1-5, which is a twentieth of 
a second faster than the time made by Lieut.

Frenchman Wins Another Mara- 
thon in New York City. 


RACE A GRUELING GRIND. 


Some of the 8 Collapse Because 
of Hot Pace. 


New York, May 8. In a grueling race, in the: 
course of which runner after runner col- 
lapsed only to stumble on again with almost 
superhuman effort to the end, Henri St. Yves, 
the stocky little French marathon runner, 
today took the measure of twelve sturdy com- 
petitors in an international marathon at 
26 miles 884 yards held at the Polo grounds, 
and romped home a winner hy the handsome 
margin of five laps, or five-sixths of a mile, 
winner of the $5,000 first prize. 

John Svanberg of Sweden finished second 
after one of the pluckiest uphill fights ever 
witnessed on the running track. Ted Crook, 
an unknown runner from New England, 
staggered over the tape in third place, thus 
earning a measure of glory for America. 


Too Strenuous for Dorando. 

The once mighty Dorando, considered a 
likely winner before the start of the race, 
finighed no better than sixth, his many halts 
in the latter part of the race proving too 
great a handicap for him to ofercome at the 
end. 8 

The fourth and fifth men, Fred Simpson, 
the Indian, and Fred Appleby, the English 
entry, plodded their patient way to the end, 
as did Edouard Cibot, the French six day 
runner, who finished seventh. John D. 
Marsh, the Canadian entragt, after running 
second to St. Yves for fifteen miles, found 
the pace too much for him and gave up in 
the twenty-fifth mile when all hope of quall- 
fying for the purse money had been lost. 

Of the other contestants, Tom Morrissey of 
Yonkers, only recently turned professional, 
collapsed utterly in the sixteenth mile and 
had to be carried from the field, but Pat 
White and Mat Maloney, running for Ireland: 
Louis Orphee, running for France; and Felix 
Carvajal, running for Cuba, plodded on dog- 
gedly to the end. 

St. Yves’ time, 2:44:05, was almost four 
minutes slower than the mark set by him in 
the marathom derby of a month ago. The 
pace at which the first ten miles were run, 
however, was much fasten than. that which 
has characterised former events of this kind, 
the five miles being negotiated in 27:56 and 
the ten miles in 56:02.

With what seems to be perfect 
Physical condition he may drop dead the 
first time che is subjected to high pressure, 
and again, although 40 is supposed to be the 
age limit under which a man can work, there 
is one foreman over at Canal and Madison 
Streets who is over 55 and still going in, as was 
pointed out by Supt. Alexander Allaire of 
the Foundation company. At this plant there 
is a little shelter shed covering the valve 
Which regulates the airin each caisson. And 
under many of these sit men paralyzed from 
the waist down who have mercifully been 
given jobs of valve keepers by the company. 
These are visible proofs of the final results 
which may be expected by the caisson worker 
if he follows the game long enough. 

“Yet there is no work in the world which 
Seems to exercise such a fascination for the 
worker,” says Supt. Allaire. “* We did not 
have to pay the fare of a single man working 
to bring him to Chicago, strange as it may 
seem, for this would be expected in getting a 
set of specialists. However, the sand hog ” 


mechanical dangers to the man who does this 
sort of work and which has made it possible 
to work under pneumatic pressure with com- 
parative safety and with a speed which 
makes this form of laying foundations prac- 
tical, 

Both from the economical and human 
gtandpoint , it may be said to be the psycho- 
logical point of the caisson or any other form 
of pneumatic excavation. In appearance it 
is a little steel section of cylinder large 
enough to hold two or three men, and it is 
hung at the bottom of the shaft, forming a 
roof to the working crib of the caisson. It 
is set in with bolts which extend into the 
earth at each side of the shaft and cemented, 
and its exact place is regulated by the water 
level, although it is not set there, but a 
litle above. 

“This is in order that if the air pressure 
should fail the men, by getting to the lock, 
would have @ chance to get. out,” explained 
the superintendent. who acted as cicerone 
on the trip which was to be a visit to the 
“sand hog” in his own domain and a prac-

Now is experienced the sensation which 
is the reward—or the punishment—of those 
who haye made the descent in the character 
of sensation hunters. Sharp shooting pains 
in the ears follow the turning on of the air 
which may be from two to forty-five pounds 
above ordinary atmosphere, although you 
will not be allowed in as a novice if the pres- 
gure is above twenty.

Soon after the air begins to enter the door

You have been 
hugging the little half moon space in the 
floor, which is like an “ isle of safety,“ wait- 
ing for this,event, and the foreman and the 
lockkeeper have been propping themselves 
across from one wall to the other without 
any foothold in a way that can only be un- 
derstood by the professional.

How Banks F igure Interest; 
Several Systems Required.

HAT ordinary man in ordinary busi- 
ness who occasionally has something 
to do with paying interest on bank 
loans, probably never in his business 
life has attempted to discover the 
bank's process of figuring how much the in- 
terest is going to be, 
At the best he recalls hazily those old 
wrestlings with high school arithmetic 
processes In interest computations, gives it 
up promptly, and accepts the bank’s figures 
without a murmur. Today that arithmetical 
‘formula for interest working is about as up 
to date and available as an ox yoke in a city 
livery stable. If every loan made by every 
bank in the country had to be figured accord- 
ing to the old arithmetical method, either the 
bank pay rolls would need enlarging tre- 
mendously, or half the borrowers wait days 
past the maturity of a note in order to get a 
final statement. 
As far as the ordinary bank is concerned, 
the mathematician getting up a textbook 
on arithmetic might as well leave out that 
section of the book devoted to interest com- 
putations. The schoolboy who may have am- 
bition to get into a bank career hasn't the 
slightest practical interest in that old sec- 
tion of the textbook under the impressive 
heading. Interest and Time.“

Fact is. the modern banker has all the in- 
terest his bank ever may hope to collect 
figured out to fractions of a cent years into 
the future. Through the medium of interest 
tables practically any principal sum at any 
rate of interest for any length of time from 
one day up is figured for him for the mere 
turning to the figures that are already set 
down to his hand. In the larger banks this 
get of interest tables comprises a formidable 
volume as to size, and always it will be found 
one of the thumbiest looking books that ever 
happened outside a public library building. 

There is interest and there is interest, how- 
ever, in banking. One kind of interest may 
be as little like another kind of interest as 
one grocery bill is unlike another.

This is the “ street loan through which 
the New York bank accommodates the bro- 
ker who may be plunging in stocks of one 
kind or another. 

This street loan” ordinarily is for $100,- 
000 and is subject to calling in without notice. 
There are occasions when this kind of money 
is much in demand at which the interest rate 
may rise without warning. Then as sud- 
denly the rate may drop several points. The 
$100,000 loan may. have been made to the 
broker on the first day of the month at 8 per 
cent, but within a week it may go up to 4or 
5 or 6 per cent, according to the demand. 
When within a month there are half a dozen 
of these interest rate changes in most irreg- 
ular and uncertain sequence the arithmetical 
figurer of interest on the loan might expect 
to lose most of his hair in figuring the in- 
terest totals.

System Meets the Emergency: 

In this emergency some one has brought 
out a system for accurate computation 
ot the interest with the least expenditure of 
brain force.

Total Becomes Abstract Number. 

Here another arbitrary process is taken 
up. Whatever this total may be it is set 
down for division as an abstract number, 
after which ciphers are added to make four 
decimal points following the whole number. 
In this case, with the figures 102.5, it is neces- 
sary to affix only three ciphers, making the 
dividend 102.6000, which then is ready for 
division by the decimal. 86, also an abstract 
and arbitrary figure. Dividing this 102.5000 
by 36 and pointing off the decimal places 
in the quotient according to rules, the re- 
sult is the compound number 284.72. So far 
this quotient naturally is an abstract num- 
ber, but at this point the dollar mark is set 
in front of the figures—and the interest on 
the $100,000 for the thirty-one days at these 
varying interest rates is shown to be $284.72. 

Just who evolved this system for monthly 
computations of call loan interest might be 
hard to discover, but it is accurate to a 
literal cent according to the standard in- 
terest tables. Whatever. advantage the 
process has over the interest table scheme 
comes from the fact that most of these 
tables are figured on even rates of interest 
such as 8 or 4 or 5 or 6 per cent. With the 
half cent figures in the interest rate it is 
dfMicult to get the interest charge. Prob- 
ably there is mathematical reason for the 
decimal .86 as a divisor, but after all it is 
no more arbitrary to the banker than are 
the interest figures which he finds made 
for him in his interest tables. 

„That average borrower of money in round 
figures of $500 or $1,000 or larger amounts 
at 5 or 6 per cent for one or five years finds 
the figuring of his own interest an easy 
matter. But if he shall have a savings bank 
account to which he is adding money once 
or twice a month or more and occasionally 
withdrawing a little of it under pressure at 
odd times, he wouldn't attempt to make a 
guess of what his six months’ interest is at 

ent.

Savings Bank Has Several Methods. 

With the savings bank which has to figure 
these interest credits at each Jan. 1 and 
July 1 several methods are available. One 
of the simplest is that by which an average 
of the deposits for each of the six months 
is set for addition. Money deposited before 
the 10th of each month draws interest from 
the Ist of that month. In determining this 
average balance for the month deposits 
left prior to the 10th are figured into it. 

In this way, taking the average for each 
month, the figures on the smal! account 
might run: For January, $150; February, 
$130; March, $140; April, $160; May, $170, 
and June, $180. 

In the operation of figuring this interest 
the total of these monthly averages is $930. 
‘With the interest at 3 per cent on deposits, 
the accountant takes the arbitrary divisor 
of 4, which gives a quotient of 232. Putting 
the dollar mark in front and pointing off two 
decimal halves, the interest shows $2,32 for 
the six months’ period.

Chicago Has Unique School for Cripples. 


By Frances Peck Barnes. 


MANCIPATION for the cripple! A 
happy life, because a busy one, for the 
person who is not as other people are! 
A chance to do work with the workers 
and to “ make good at that work! 

These are the potentialities of the slogan 
being sounded among those who are forward- 
ing the educational work among cripples in 
Chicago, which work consists In teaching the 
handless to work with their feet and those 
deprived of the use of their lower limbs to 
accomplish that with their hands which shall 
render them independent. In the Jessie 
Spaulding school for cripples on the west side 
an efficient corps of teachers is employed to 
help the helpless to help themselves. 

This idea of practical education was start- 
ed in Boston. “If a cripple, why a mendl- 
cant?“ was the subject of numerous dis- 
courses and lectures which set the people of 
that city on fire with enthusiasm. The result 
was that they set to work at once to bud a 
school where cripples should be taught the 
trades and professions which would enable 
them to make the money with which to buy 
bread and butter and provide the roofs that 
were to cover them without reducing them 
to the painful necessity of “ living off their 
relatives, or in extreme cases being reduced 


to the beggary of the streets.

** Jessie Spaulding a Doll. 

The moment you enter the Jessie Spaulding 
school you feel instinctively that something 
pleasant is about to happen to you. The 
building is composed of but one story and 
an attic, and it is rambling and sunny, and 
new, and clean—so clean. A teacher with a 
face as bright as the flower in her hair— 
evidentiy put there by some affectionate 
childish hand—greets you, and when you 
mention your errand, which is to find out all 
you can about the practical education of 
cripples, she answers enthusiastically: 

„% How delightful! We ourselves are so 
vitally interested in this work that it is 
a pleasure to tell about it.“ She then leads 
you into a large, light schoolroom and in- 
troduces you to another teacher, who is en- 
gaged in superintending the work of some 
pale faced little girls who are knitting 
away as if their lives depended on their 
finishing a certain amount of work by a 
certain prescribed time. You are also in- 
troduced to “Jessie Spaulding,” who proves 
to be a doll bigger than most babies of 4 
months or so old. 

„These girls,“ explains the teacher, are 
knitting an outfit for Jessie. One is making 
a sweater. One is making an underskirt, 
Another is knitting a jacket and another 
a pair of warm underdrawers. The object 
for this te to teach these girls how to do 
practical knitting work for a living. You 
know that when a woman is an expert at 


knitting she can always get along. These- 


girls— she lowered her voice—are not fit- 
ted for any work that would keep them on 
One of them has a tubercular 
and another—that pretty child there— 
has paralysis of one leg. The others are 
all similarly affected. It is necessary for 
them if they are to be self to 
know how to do some such work as this.” 


been made by the hoys and girls of the 
school. It is a real hammock—the “ civey”’ 
kind that you like to sink into when the 
nights are warm and the front porch presents 
a far greater promise of sleep than a stuffy 
bedroom. The teacher informs you that 
hammock making is one of the best possible 
industries for those who are not able to stand 
on their feet or walk about. She tells you 
that the skilled hammock maker is a remark- 
ably well. paid person, also. 

In this school the cripples are taught how 
to make a book. One, The Vikings,“ was 
compiled by them as class work; the type was 
set in the room devoted to typesetting; it was 
printed on the school press, and was bound 
and the cover designed and finished by the 
unfortunates whose work keeps them from 
remembering how terribly unfortunate they 
are. 

One of the most interesting industries 
taught at the Jessie Spaulding school is that 
of weaving rugs. Silk, cotton, wool, and ori- 
ental rugs are woven by the children on 
looms which the boys have fashioned dur- 
ing school hours and with needles which also 
have been made by the same deft fingers. 

After you have heen shown the rooms where 
typesetting and printing are done, you are 
led up a long incline which you are told is 
there in order that the way from the main 
floor to the attic may be made easy for those 
who are compelled to use rolling chairs, and 
introduced to the attic, which is positively 
one of the most delightful attics ever made.

Money Needed to Carry Out Plans. 

„What an ideal place! you exclaim. The 
teacher with you smiles. 

„es,“ she answers, there are wonderful 
possibilities in it. The trouble is getting the 
money to carry out our plans.“ And then 
she goes on to tell you what the plans are. 
In order to definitely define them it is well 
to look into the work of that other school in 


Boston. 


The work there is, of course, carried on 
on a much larger scale. The things taught in 
the Jessie Spaulding school are the least won- 
derful of those taught in the eastern one. 
Here a special department is devoted to the 
teaching of those who are without the use of 
their hands and arms. 


In one room painting with the toes is 
taught. Strange as it may seem, many of 
the pupils become proficient enough in draw- 
ing and painting to teach it themselves. Dr. 
John Ridlon, at whose suggestion the edu- 
cational work was started in Chi , tells 
of one young fellow who, having learned 
to paint, is now making large sums of money 
by selling his water colors, which are said 
to be the most wonderful conceptions and 
worked out with a technique and sympathy 
which is almost uncanny when one remem- 
bers that the brushes are held by the toes in- 
stead of the fingers. 


In another department cripples are taught 
to run typewriters with their toes. While 
this branch does not, when you firat think 
of it, seem particularly practicable, for— 
Who would have any one in his office writ- 
ing with his toes?!“ is the question imme- 
diately asked, the fact remains that a good 
typist can always get work to do in the line 
of copying manuscripts and plays, and, cer- 
tainly, if a cripple became proficient using 
his toes in this manner, his misfortune would 
bring many to him desiring his services. 

In the Boston school some pupils are 
taught to play the plano with their toes. 
It is rarely, however, that a good pianist is 
turned out. Once in a while, however, some 
man or woman succeeds in learning to play 
well, and there is usually work for them to do 
in playing where it % desirable that the 
pianist be invisible. 

Dressmaking and millinery are taught to 
the girls of the Boston school, and these 
branches will soon be taken up in the Chicago. 
institution.

Not since the winter of 1902 have the at- 
tentions of the country been attracted to the 
subject of peat as fuel. In that year the 
strike of the anthracite coal miners and its 
alarmist effects served to launch a number of 
peat producing companies, represented by 
beautifully engraved stock certificates and 
highly polished, carboniferous lumps of ma- 
chine peat briquets, adapted as paper weight 
reminders that this beautifully engraved 
stock was for sale. 

With the ending of that famous strike, 
however, interest in peat as well as invested 
capital slumped badly. The scent of peat 
smoke hovering over the Irish landscape this 
coming tourist season may be counted upon 
as one of the dear remembrances of the trav- 
eler abroad. He will have forgotten it, how- 
ever, as an industrial and commercial propo- 
sition for his own country by the time he has 
returned, 

At this juncture the governmental geolog- 
ical survey has brought up the subject of 


peat as a desirable fuel, offering an almost . 


unexploited field to industry and promising 
conservatively fair rewards to adventurers 
who need not be of the highly technical class 
in order to succeed.

Nature e Most Watered Stock. 

In the manufacture of peat, first get your 
peat marsh. Ordinarily, a good peat marsh 
isn't much good for anything else but peat 
unless bullfrogs be excepted. As a commod- 
ity this natural peat, tod, is one of the most 
highly watered natural stocks in nature. 
ranging from 80 to 90 per cent moisture. At 
once this fact emphasizes the impossibility 
of watering the stock of the peat manufac- 
tory. 

In the matter of the peat marsh there are 
two kinds—one of these types existing at the 
bottom of an inland lake and for the most 
part covered with water the year around; 
the other marsh marking a mere depression 
of the surface in which the peat forming 
vegetations, growing and dying, serve to pre- 
serve the rainfall and promote the deposits. 
In these marshes the peat may be in all 
stages of formation, from the light gray ma- 
terial as cut and dried to the dark browns 
and black of the structureless material. In 
common parlance these darker shades of peat 
are called ‘“‘muck,” but are differentiated 
from muck because of having little or no 
mineral substances in it. One of the tests 
of this class of peat is to try it out under 
the teeth to discover if it has this foreign 
mineral matter, which is noncombustibis 
anu tends to abnormal quantities of ash. 

Those larger areas of peat d ts in North 
America lie to the north where rains and 
fogs are characteristic of the climate. In the 
Canadian provinces aré vast marshes, while 
the state of Maine at present is one of the 
most promising fields for exploitation on a 
large scale. 

* * ‘ 
Methods of Europeans Simple. 

In Europe, where labor is more plentiful 
and cheap, the peat deposits of the continent 
have been worked for generations, largely 
by the simple process of spading into blocks 
and drying in the sun. Where the market is 
more than local, however, and where ship- 
ment by boat or rail is necessary, peat in this 
form cannot be considered as promising re- 
turns to the operator. It can be sold in Tu- 
rope at 75 cents to $1 a ton, while reduced 
to such merchantable shapes as would tempt 
the American market it is estimated that 
an average of $1.50 a ton would need to be 
chargeé to the costs of manufacture. Then 
in competition with coal the wholesale price 
to the manufacturer probably would be under 
$3 a ton. 

Expert advice to the potential manufac- 
turer of peat, therefore -i not to begin oper- 
ation on too large a scale. It is doubtful 
whether any considerable amount of peat 
fuel will be used in the first five years after 
it appears on a given market.“ says the gov- 
ernment report, and it probably would be 
a large estimate to make that at the end of 
that time 10 per cent of the entire fuel used 
in the area tributary to the proposed plant 
would be peat.“ 


But where even a small peat deposit close 
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peat manufactory is that in making the com- 
mon machine peat, only the frostiess weather 
of the year is suitable for the drying process. 
As the peat deposits are found largely in the 
higher latitudes, the working season may not

air dried peat bricks from the ordinary ma- 
chine are declared to be the only profitable 
shapes for merchantable peat, and in this 
shape expert opinion is that with convenient 
rail and water hauls for the product the 
manufacturer may not count upon a proſita- 
bie market further than fifty miles from 
his plant. This, of course, providing that he 
shall have to —- with coal.

cle richly supplied with blood. The less the 
contraction of a muscle the greater is its 
efficiency. A steam engine which is main- 
tained in good condition works hour after 
hour and day after day, always consuming 
the same quantity of coal in performing the 
Same amount of work. 

With the muscles, however, it is different. 
For their waste products from combustion 
accumulate. and cause fatigue. The poison 
of fatigué gradually is washed away by the 
blood, and in light and slow work it is car- 
ried off as rapidly as it is formed by the 
activity of the muscle, while in heavy, vio- 
lent, or greatly prolonged labor it accumu- 
lates in the muscles and makes them less 
efficient as machines, so that they consume 
more fuel in performing a given amount of 
work. It is the sensation of fatigue that 
causes us unconsciously to select fhe easiest 
way of doing things—for example, to ascend 
a mountain by a winding rather than by a 
straight path, although we thus increase the 
total quantity of work. ‘

Of all hardtack breads of the world the 
Siberian ring bread is considered the most 
substantial, It is made without salt or yeast, 
and is first steamed, then lightly baked, to 
expel the moisture. Soaked in pure hot tal- 
low for a few moments, it is the best possi- 
ble heat producing article of diet. It will 
burn slowly for about an hour, emitting a 
strong heat sufficient to warm and light a 
small tent and boil the.tea or coffee water. 


Drying new buildings is done perfectly in 
three days by the new Sheffield method.

Buildings to dry, but with the use of 

this new apparatus freshly 
plastered rooms can be entirely dried within 
three days and the excessive moisture of the 
walls completely extracted. 

The apparatus consists of a stove with a 
firebox suitable for coke fuel, surrounded 
by a number of small diameter tubes simi- 
lar to gas pipes. By means of the apparatus 
fresh, dry. outside air enters constantly into 
the air supply tubes and is highly heated 
in the tubes surrounding the fireplaces. It 
ascencs in a dry. heated state in the room, 
passes along the ceiling and walls, and ab- 
sorbs the damoness. sinking down after 
being saturated with the same and reénter- 
ing the apparatus. 

It then mixes with the coke gases in the 
outlet tube for the smoke, and eventually 
escapes into the chimney. This constantly 
renewed, fresh, outside ‘air furnishes an 
abundance of carbonic acid to the mortar, 
thus hardening it and producing in a short 
time the same effect as if the mortar had 
dried naturally. It is claimed by this sys- 
tem that no moisture can possibly show later 
on. A striking recommendation for the ap- 
paratus is that the German law prohibiting 
the habitation of any house until six months 
after construction is abrogated by the au- 
thorities where this system is used. 


Letter telegrams are the latest innovation 
in the French postal service. From certain 
Offices in France and Cor- 
sica letter telegrams, paid Letter Tele- 
in advance, are transmitted grams Sent 
by wire during the night at p 
the rate of a fifth of a cent u Franee. 
the word. No messages are forwarded at a 
charge of less than 10 cents. The messages 
are sent out as mall matter by the early de- 
liveries. Although messages are only for- 
warded during the night after 9 o' clock, they 
may be deposited after 7 in the evening and 
at the designated offices, which are open 
up to 11 o'clock. They are received up to 
midnight at offices which are open all night. 

The letter telegram is an experiment, 
and its continuation will depend upon the 
extent the public avails itself of the oppor- 
tunity. The rate is low. and there is an im- 


mense convenfence to business interests that 


admits of lengthy messages being sent at 
the close of a business day and received 
early the morning following at points two 
or more days distant by ordinary mail facili- 
ties, as is the case when letters are sent from 
Corsica to Paris, and twenty hours, when 
sent from the southeastern section to the 
capital. |

His fore- 
arms were dotted with little scars. There 
was a deep cut over his left eve, a dent in 
his chin, and lesser marks on his face where 
the splinters of an exploding bottle had 
caught him.

“J sell from 75 to 100 bottles of hair dye 
g month,” said a druggist in one such neigh- 
dorhood on the north side. Only about one- 
fourth of this is sold to women who wish to 
give their hair a bright gold or a bright red 
color. The other three-fourths are sold to 
men. 1 do not ask the men what their object 
in dyeing their hair is. It is not policy, 
business or otherwise, to ask such questions.

They begin to mister 
him. The f€reman or manager cannot be 
so sharp with him in faultfinding. He be- 
comes a sort of a check or restraint upon 
every one, without meaning to do it. 

“It may be the respect for old age, for 
gray hair, which has been inculcated in 
mankind from the dawn of civilization, that 
is unconsciously asserting itself. But it is 
there. He is treated with more deference 
than the other employés. This, however, 18 
in direct contradiction with the iron rules 
of twentieth century indystry, Hence it is, 
before many years, that the man is laid off, 
and all féel as if a burden rolled off their 
shoulders.”’ ' 

But if a burden rolled off the shoulders of 
this man's fellow workers and foremen by 
his being discharged, numerous burdens 
descend upon his own head, especially if he 
have little money laid by for his old age. It 
is to prevent these strained relations between 
a man and his fellow workers and foreman 
or manager which gray hair. catses that. 
hair dyes are resorted to. It cannot restore 
to him his youth and vigor, but it van lighten 
the relations between him and his fellow 
workers. It serves to make him less con- 
spicuous, less likely to attract the attention 
of manager or foreman to the fact that he 
is old and is a candidate for honorable but 


pensionless retirement.

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Sensible and Comfortable Spring and Summer Clothes for Children. 


By ANNA R. MOREHOUSE. 


MOST sensible fashion, which has 


met with the approval of most 
mothers, is again popular this 
spring—that of putting little girls 

ä into knickerbockers to wear under 
BRAG their play clethes. These may be 
Korres) made of linen, pongee, @ light 
weight serge, or any preferred 


While children’s fashions @o not change 
from season to season as do those of their elders, 
in general ideas they follow the lead of the 
“grownups”; and this fashion of girls wearing 
knickerbockers instead of several skirts helps 
to carry out the,idea of straightness and limp- 
ness. Good patterns for knickerbockers are 
easily obtainable and no difficulty should be ex- 
perienced in making them if the directions on 
the patterns are followed. Before cutting out 
these, or, in fact, any other garment, it is neces- 
sary carefully to verify all the different meas- 
ures. If serge or other woolen material is used 
it should be sponged before being cut; and if 
wash materials are used it will be wise to thor- 
oughly shrink them. 

One other point which some mothers often 
seem to overlook in dressing the little ones is 
choice of becoming colors. When there are so 
many colors, shades, designs and patterns to 
choose from this seems inexcusable. 

Little girls’ dresses are almost without ex- 
ception made in one piece. Play dresses are 
made with large armholes and rather loose 
sleeves, some of them even baggy. This same 
idea of comfort is applied to girls a little older; 
slips made in the different wash materials, too, 
are largely worn. These are made of gingham, 
linen, chambray, and similar materials. These 
little slips are worn over lawn or batiste 
guimpe waists with full sleeves. This one piece 
style will be worn by girls of eight years and over; 
and the one piece idea is carried out in their coats— 
comparatively few being seen with belts. 

The plaited suits, showing the skirt with plaits 
going towards the back, and in that way forming a 
rather wide box plait in the middle of the front, and 
the blouse waist on the sailor order will doubtless al- 
ways be in style to a certain extent; but the one piece 
style will be the more popular cut for the coming sum- 


mer.

Until last summer little girls’ skirts were made 
ridiculously short, many of them being finished decid- 
edly above the knee. This on a long, slender girl bor- 
dered on the ridiculous, and there was nothing good 
looking about it. Now they are made to come to a full 
knee length, and, where it is more pecoming, even a 
little longer. 

Some charming examples of the season’s best mod- 
els are illustrated on this page—some showing belted 
models and some those in One piece. One of a French 
embroidered lawn is about as simple in design as pos- 
sible, and wonderfully pretty. A plain slip pattern will 
be a sufficient guide in cutting several of the dresses 
shown—this among the number. 

If as light and soft a material as this lawn is 
chosen, the fullness allowed across the yoke both back 
and front is double the measure plain. The material 
is cut long enough to just barely come under the arms 
—and that only by a seam’s width. The shoulder seams 
should be rolled and whipped by hand to the narrowest 
French beading, of course cutting the swiss off each 
side of the beading, and rolling the edges of the lawn 
directly to the beading. Then put the hems in on the 
back of the yoke part, making them three-quarters of an 
inch wide. Roll the upper and lower edges of the yoke 
and whip this same narrow beading to the upper, or 
neck edge, taking care to arrange the fullness so that 
the shoulder seams come where they should, and. keep- 
ing the middle of the front as well as the hems in the 


back where they belong.

the yoke in front to the middle of the beading length,

length on the front.and sides quite often; so, to get 
the length measures, measure from the floor up to the 
raised.or natural waist line as the case may be, in the 
front, over the hips, and in the middle of the back. 
Then subtract from these length measures the dia- 
tance up from the floor that the finished skirt is to 
be. Fold the skirt with a fold in the front,’ and pin 
the bottom together so that the hem comes exactly 
against itself. Then measure up from the hem, in the 
front, on the sides, and in the back, the required 
lengths, and crease, or in some manner distinctly 
mark the length line. ‘ 

Before cutting any material away, run a gather- 
ing thread in on this line and pin the skirt to the 
beading to be sure no mistake has been made. When 
the length is correct, cut the material off a good 
eighth of an inch above the creased line, roll, pin to 
position on the beading, and sew to position. 

The sleeves are simple puffs, and can be cut from 
any plain sleeve pattern. They must be made with 
plenty of fullness and are finished at the bottom with 
the eyelet beading and a narrow lace edge. A soft 
sash ribbon is run through the beading at the bettom 
of the waist and the edges of the sleeves. 

Another dress on the same general plan as the 
one just described is made of a fine batiste, short 
waisted, and fulled the same as the first one. The 
neck is finished with a deep turnover, plaited fril! and 
the short sleeves are nothing more than plaited ruf- 
fies. Under this dainty dress and put on close up 
under the arms is tied a broad pink ribbon. Sttll an- 
other, shown here of material suitable for a party 
frock, is the one showing the embroidery around the 
bottom. 

It is pictured here of a washable embroidered tulle, 
the high waisted skirt having the fullness laid in tiny, 
hand run tucks, to a depth of three inches all the way 
around. After the tucks are laid eyeleta, one inch 
long and one inch apart, are cut, through which the 
ribbon is run. The upper part of this little frock is 
cut on the kimono order, with no shoulder seam, and 
the yoke and sleeves all in one, Little medalitens of 
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French valericiennes lace are set in 
this yoke, to form the decoration, 
and a narrow insertion is set on at 
doth edges. The same idea of deco- 
ration is carried out in the sleeves, 

A fourth dress is shown of a French percale in a 
small cross barred effect. This is made with three 
box plaits, laid both in the fiont and back, and one 
covering each under arm seam. Cut this out from the 
plain slip pattern, cutting off long enough lengths, 
laying and stitching the box plaits, then shaping it by 
the pattern at the under arm seams. Make the two 
extra box plaits, stitch them on the wrong side, from 
the top to the rather low waist length, clip the ma- 
terial into the stitching where the seam ends, turn 
right side out, and press into position. The under 
arm seams of the dress are stitched to the desired 
waist length, the box plaits are blind stitched to the 
seam, from the top to the waist length; and then the 
open edges of the plaits are stitched to their respec- 
‘tive positions on the open edges of the skirt seams. 
“Thus giving extra spring or fullness around the bot- 
tom ana completely disguising the presence of the 
seams. 

The dress is cut out for a low, round neck, and a 
fitted, circular yoke piece two inches wide is set on. 
Little circular pieces the same width finish the arm- 
holes. These pieces, as well as the belt, are decorated 
with Russian embroidery. This can be bought ready 
to put on, but it is also fascinating to make if one 
can find the time. 

Russian embroidery is done by basting a fine 
mesh, old fashioned canvas over the material—-the 
greatest care being necessary to see that it is put on 
straight, even by @ thread. Then the embroidery is 
simply the old fashioned cross stitch, done in white 
or colors. In anything like the little circular yoke the 
embroidering should be begun from the middle of the 
front, so that the design comes where it ought to. 
After the work is finished the canvas has to be pulled 
out, a thread at a time: and it is well to begin with 
the short threads first. The long ones will then come 
easily. This is the only hard, tedious part, for it is 
hard to get the first threads out, and care must be 
taken not to disturb the embroidery stitches. This 
little frock lo worn over 2 separate, high necked, 
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sleeved guimpe. Any one of these four designs 
shown will be suitable for less dressy materials, 
such as ginghams, chambrays, German linens, 
lawns, or percales. 

* 

There are many pretty new ideas in girls’ 
coats, and they are made in a variety of materi- 
als, such as tussor satin (for dressy wear), 
serge, linen, or pongee. They are, for the coming 
season, mostly unlined, except for a light lining 
in the upper part to a yoke depth. The dressy 
coats, made, for instance, of black satin, are usu- 
ally lined with a lightweight silk, and if for any 
reason there seems to be a necessity for more 
warmth than this would give, a Nghtweight albatross 
answers the purpose fully. 

The coats are made on long, simple lines, and 
scarlet, the new grays, blues, and taupe shades are 
used. Many are strictly tailor finished and quite un- 
trimmed, while some of the dressy ones show a nar- 
row vest. 

A simple, pretty school or play dress is shown for 
a girl of 9 or 10 years made of dark blue German linen. 
The cut suggests, in a way, the princess style, cut, as 
it is, in one length from neck to hem. The back is 
like the front, excepting that there is a seam up the 
middie and it buttons invisibly under the hem. It 
will be noticed that there is quite a decided flare given 
at the bottom, at the under arm seams. If for any 
reason the middle back fastening seems undesirable, 
the openim could be invisibly done under the left side 
of the front. ö * 

A most bewitchingly pretty lingerie hat for «a 
small tot is made of a fine quality of embroiJered 
linen. The crown is of fashionable size, large and of 
an even roundness, and the brim droops prettily over 
the hair and face. The finishing touch is given by 
the large, soft ties of sheerest lawn, which are tied

Fashions for small boys’ wear must not be forgot- 
ten in the absorbing interest which is always felt 
when little girls’ clothes are.on the tapis. The little 
boys, who are being put into their frat trousers, wear 
with them the loosest, easiest fitting kind of a 
blouse. It has large sleeves, loose armholes, and is 
altogether a thing of comfort. The little trousers, 
when hanging their full length, reach about half- 
way to the ankle. The lower edges are finishel with 
a band, which is carried above the knee, and this 
allows the trousers to fall over in a little band. 

Boys a little larger wear trousers that are cut 
similar to men's riding breeches. The striped galatea 
is pretty, for a change from the plain, for their play 


suits. For “dressy” wear, white is the suitable color; 


piqué, linen, or poplin are all suitable materials for 
the trousers, and the linen blouses are finished at the 
neck with rather small collars, on the order of the 
popular Dutch collar—these being finished with a ruf- 
fle which is repeated on the turn back cuffs. With 
these suits should be worn a soft silk tie. 

A pretty new dea in small boys’ suits is shown 
with this article. It u suitable for any of the ma- 
terials above mentioned; but would be especially good 
looking made in a fine piqué or poplin in pure white. 
The design in the back follows that in the front, and 
it should be possible to copy this with the aid of an 
ordinary boys blouse pattern, first marking off on the 
pattern the curved line that the blouse takes as it 
outlines the plaits—doing this on the back as well as 
the front pieces of the pattern.

are generally acknowledged, but its use 
should not end with the season, for when 
preserved in various ways for winter it not 
only retains all of its medicinal values but 
presents them in a most palatable form. 
Simply canned by the cold Water process, 


rhubarb may be used for pies and puddings 


throughout the winter exactly as if it were 
fresh.

Rinse the ice quickly with cold water in the 
sink before putting it in the box. Bven the 
most careful iceman will bring in ice that is 
not clean. With a big square of coarse sack- 
ing it is easy to handle ice if Yop have no 
tongs. 

Never wrap the ice in newspapers or an 
old blanket while it is in the box with the 
idea that you are saving it. It may last a 
few hours longer, but the temperature of 
the refrigerator will be much warmer than it 
should be. | 

Put in a large piece of ice every day if you 
want a really cold box. The dollar or so more 
it will cost will be more than repaid to you 
in the comfort of properly chilled food. 

Never put anything in the ice chamber 
against the ike except bottled milk or water, 
tightly covered, and be sure that the bottles 
are clean before they are put in. 

Now for one great thing often negiected 
by housekeepers in caring for the refriger- 
ator: Never, never put any warm food in it. 
Let all cooked meats and vegetables which 
are left over from a meal be placed on kitch- 
enware dishes and stand until they are quite 
cold, then cover and put into the refrigerator. 
Keep the butter supply in a covered glass 
dish. Glass is best because it permits the 
amount on hand to be readily seen, and— 
you will keep it cleaner. 


* * 
Remove All Spoiled Food. 


Look ‘over the food in the refrigerator 
every, morning when making up your list 
of supplies, and remove at oncé anything 
which has soured or spoiled. Watch fruit for 
decay. 

Fresh meats should be wiped, placed ina 
covered dish, and put in the refrigera‘or. 
Lettuce ard other s s should be washed 
in cold water and twisted tightly in a sheet of 
clean paper. It is remarkable how crisp this 
keeps them. 

If you spill anything in the refrigerator 
mop it up at once with warm soap suds, and 
don’t let it get stiff and sticky. There are 
lots of people who insist that a refrigerator 
must be scrubbed out every day to be kept in 
a sanitary condition, but it isn’t true if you 
are careful what you put into it. That is the 
key to the situation. Clean cold food in clean 
covered dishes will not make a refrigerator 
dirty, nor breed germs. Lukewarm, uncov- 
ered food, carelessly put away, and not 
watched closely for spoiling and souring— 
which come so quickly in hot weather—will 
make the refrigerator foul and be a menace 
to health.

added the tonic properties of the rhubarb, 
the result is a compound perticularly bene- 
ficial to the convalescent, making an appeal 
to the palate which will be greatly appre- 
ciated. The proportions are one part of rhu- 
barb to one part of black currants and one 
pound of sugar to each pound of fruit. Boll 
slowly until thick. 

Fig rhubarb marmalade is another fa- 
vorite. To every six pounds of rhubarb cut 
up without peeling allow one pound of figs 
and a quarter of a pound of candied lemon 
peel. Cook the rhubarb and extract the 
juice as for jelly, add the chopped figs and 
lemon peel and five pounds of sugar, and let 
cook slowly together for one hour. Seal in 
jelly glasses.

Delicious Compounded with Oranges. 


Still another delicious compound is oranges 
and rhubarb. Allow six oranges to each quart 
of cut rhubarb and one and one-half pounds 
of sugar. Remove the white rinds and pips 
from the orange, slice the yellow peel and 
pulp into the preserving kettle with the 
rhubarb and sugar, and boil slowly until 
done. A pleasing variety to this rule is one 
pound of seeded raisins in place of three of 
the oranges. 

Rhubarb jelly, while a favorite with our 
grandmothers, is not so well known es it 
should be by modern cooks. Only fresh 
young rhubarb should be used for this, as 
when too late in the season the jelly some- 
times refuses to set. Make as other jelly. 

In still another form is.rhubarb of benefit 
to invalids when made into health giving 
wine. This is superior to most home made 
wines, acquiring with age a flavor Uke 
champagne. To make it bruise ten pounds of 
cut rhubarb with a heavy weight to extract 
the juice, add two gallons of water, and let 
stand five days, stirring occasionally. Add 
eight pounds of sugar and the rinds of two 
lemons to the strained juice. Let remain 
five days more, adding to it on the second 
day half an ounce of gelatin to assist in the 
clearing. At the end of five days skim any 
crust from top and put in cask or bottles, 
leaving open for two weeks, with cheese- 
cloth tied over to exclude dust. Now cork 
and let stand six months before sealing. If 
made in spring this wine will be ready to use 
by Christmas or possibly Thanksgiving, 
though, as with other wines, age is an impor- 
tant factor in its perfection. 


Zest Coverings and Curtains 
for Use in the Summer Home. 
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It is none too soon to consider covering and 
curtains for summer houses. The popular 
materials are casement cloth, scrim, and 
cretonne. The casement cloth is all the rage 
this season because it is extremely light, and 
many of the designs are truly charming. 
But these materials are used indiscriminate- 
ly, the curtains may be of cretonne, and the 
bed covering and the cushions may be made 
of casement cloth. — 

Casement cloth is particularly attractive 
4n the rosetree pattern. It represents the 
rambling rose on a conventional vine. This 
comes in red, yellow, and pink roses laid 
against a delicate yellow background. A 
lovely covering for a double bed is made in 
the red rose design, finished with a deep 
ruffie fram eight to ten inches wide. The 
cloth costs 20 cents a yard, and fourteen to 
fifteen yards are required for the covering 
and bolster. The chairs can either he cov- 
ered with the casement cloth or the cretonne. 
The cretonne is more expensive, costing 
from’ 25 to 80 cents a yard. 

A pretty cretonne pattern, and one that 
goes well with the rose design, is the bright 
red poppy with the same _ yellow back- 
ground. Three yards are needed to cover the 
average size bedroom chair or rocker, These 
coverings are easily made. Allow a piece 
about twenty inches square for the seat 
covering, and hem the four sides. Then 
sew on side pieces, four and one-half inches 
wide. About one and one-third yards of ma- 
terial cut in three pieces is needed for the 
rume which finishes the bottom. Two pieces 
are needed for the upper part of the chair, 
two-thirds of a yard for the front and three- 
fourths of a vard for the back. These are 
hemmed together, and then sewed to the 
seat covermg. | 

It ts effective to cover the dresser with the 
game pattern in scrim or cretonne. A worn 
dresser is made new by this simple device 
or a box dresser may be improvised and cov- 
ered in the same way. If the material cover- 
ing the mirror fraiae is plaited and the ruf- 
fie is put on the same way from five to six

An attractive rug for such a room is a 
fiber rug woven in blue and white or pink and 
white to match the general furnishings. The 
small colonial rag rug is also suitable for 
summer use, atid lees expensive. The walls 
can be covered with paper having the ap- 
pearance of cretonne and finished with a 
border of this material.

Boxes for Porch 
and Window. 


Porch and window boxes give a touch of 
cheer to summer houses. They are quite as 
attractive as the flowers grown in the yard 
or garden. 

Boxes made by a carpenter and filled at 
the florists are expensive, but they may be 
made at home at little cost. Any woman 
handy with the hammer and saw in an after- 
noon's time can cut boards the right size and 
nail them together. Good size soap boxes 
may be used. Whether the old boxes or new 
ones are chosen, the corners must be nailed: 
tight. They may be bound with Zinc strips, 
which keeps the corners from separating 
when wet. 

The boxes should be gone over with several 
coats of paint to prevent them rotting, as well 
as to make them more attractive. Green is 
the usual color, though any shade which 
goes well with the house will do.

Many people complain because the flowers 
placed in the boxes do not thrive nearly as 


well as thése grown in the sod. They for- 


get that if these flowers and plants are to do 
well the right drainage must be had. The 
simplest device is to put an inch of screening 
or large pebbles and cover this over with 
sand. This gives a porous quality to the 
soll which it needs. Then cover the sand 
with a good potting soll, but make sure that 
all the hard lumps are taken out. 

The boxes should only be half filled with 
earth; the remainder can be put in when the 
flowers are placed. It is also well to soak 
the soil with lime water to kill the worms 
and other insects which will injure the plants 
and flowers. The boxes must not be jammed 
close to the wall or posts because the flowers 
need room and sunlight. 

There are a number of flowers used in dec- 
orating these boxes, but the geranium is the 
most satisfactory. Besides being bright and 
attractive, it has staying qualities lacking 
in many other flowers. Even more attract- 
ive than the common geranium is the ivy 
geranium. It is somewhat more expensive, 
but its pink bloom and long wandering ten- 
drils climbing about the ledges increase the 
attractiveness of the home. Daisies are also 
suitable for window boxes. They can either 
be used alone or mixed with the geraniums. 

~ 


Where the porch is large enough for a 
half dozen boxes a pleasant contrast is had 
by filling one with rich red and yellow nas- 
turtiums. The trailing nasturtium, ivy ge- 
ranium, and verbena are all satisfactory 
border plants to drape over the front of 
boxes. A border of begonia, heliotrope, or 
ivy is especially effective for the geranium. 
In arranging the flowers it is important not 
to crowd them. If too many are used the 
boxes will have the appearance of over- 
flowing before many weeks. 

Many women have trouble in caring for 
these plants and flowers because they do not 
give them enough water. A few drops are 
not enough; they must be soaked well once a 
day and twice when the air is warm and dry. 
The boxes must be cared for once a week, 
when the withered leaves and flowers should 
be taken off and some of the roots if there 
is any crowding of the flowers. 

Where ferns are easy to obtain they make 
a good backing for the window boxes. They 
are hardy and able to withstand the wet and 
dry. They are easily put in and taken out of 
the ground. These same boxes can be used 
several seasons if emptied properly. -

Of all countries in Burope, Turkey has made the 
least advance in modern politics, and of all capitals 
of the old world Constantinople has staid most behind 
in general development. Half a century ago few tray- 
elers reached the shores of the Bosporus from this side 
of the Atlantic, but since then the . improvement .of 
transportation methods has made the Turkish capital 
familiar, to many Americans. While many of them 
reach the city) by rail via the Paris-Constantinople 
trains, the majority arrive by sea through the Darda- 
nelles. and it ig by this way that one gets the best im- 
pression of Cosstantinople on arrival. 

The steamer drops anchor near the Galata shore 
and from there the largest part of the city is included 
in the vista. Pera, Galata, Top-Hane, Findikil; and the 
Golden Horn are in view. The tower of Galata forms 
the principal landmark. on the opposite side of the 
Golden Horn is Stambouwl, the real old Byzantium, like 
Rome, built on seven hilis, which are crowned by 
mosques and minarets. 
| * 
Beauty Lies in the Perspective. 

Towards the east, in the farther distance, are visible 
the Princes’ islands, the Leander Tower, and Scutari. 
The curling smoke of a locomotive on the Asiatic side 
denotes the site of Haidar Pasha, from where all rail- 
ways of Asia Minor start. 

Much has been written, told, and raved about the 
magic beauty of Constantinople and the panorama of 
the city on approaching it by sea is certainiy one of 
the most picturesque in the word On entering it, 
though, the charm is soon broken. Before you have an 
opportunity to make other observations your nose is as- 
sailed not by odors of Shiras roses or Arabian per- 
fumes, as you might expect, but by a penetrating smell 
of fish, rancid oll, dogs, and rotting garbage, which, 
once received by the nasal organs, is never to be for- 
gotten. : 

The streets, or rather lanes, are irregular, dirty, 
badly paved, and tortuous. If you meet occasionally 
with a tolerably straight lane it usually proves steep, 
and many of these are not more than long stairways 
lined by small shops. -With the exception of the Grand 
Rue de Pera and a few other streets, there are no side- 
walks to speak of. 


* 8 
Keyef Turks’ Only Recreation. 

Not counting the insignificant municipality park in 
Pera, there is an absolute lack of promenades and pub- 
lic gardens within the city limits. The last condition 
may de, explained by the fact that the Turk is no prom- 
enader. His idea of recreation is “keyeff,” a “dolce 
far niente,” during which he sits for hours crosslegged, 
drinking one cup of coffee after another, smoking num- 
berless cigars, or techibooks, and staring contentedly 
into distance. If he ever rouses himself to an excur- 
sion it is by “ taique,” or boat, and, arriving at his ob- 
jective point, he gives himself up to his “keyeff.” Out- 
door sport is good enough for the giaour, but not for 
the son of Mohammed. 

The caique, wherever it can be used, furnishes the 
best method of transportation in and around Constan- 
tinople. The natural topography of the streets excludes, 
in many cases, the use of carriages. In the heart of 
the city most every one walks. There are a few car 
lines in Pera and Galata and one in Stamboul, but they 
are exclusively used by the lower classes.” The two 
first mentioned districts are connected by a steep un- 
derground railway running uphill from the shore of the 
Golden Horn. 

The architecture of Constantinople, while pictur- 
esque, is monotonous. The large majority of houses are 
built of wood and in most cases not even a coat of paint 
covers the rough board walls. On the other hand, many 
of them show a certain tinsel in the shape of little 
bay windows and balconies. There are many narrowly 
latticed windows, which, while allowing a free view 
from the inside, are designed to prevent inquisitive 
glances from the outside. These are the residences of 
the Mohammedans and are mostly found on the Stam- 
boul side of the city. The Franks, as the foreign popu- 
lation is called, live in Pera, and the large buildings you 
see there are the legation palaces in the Grand Rue de 
Pera and Findikli, many of which are conspicuous 
by their size. 


* 
Only Traces of Beauty Remain. 


The public buildings are also large, but without 
architectural beauty, and wherever there may be a trace 
of it, as in the old Seraglio and the seraskeriat, it is 
generally accompanied by neglect and dilapidation. An 
exception is furnished only by the imperial palaces and 
the mosques. The latter especially are kept in good 
condition. Their architecture shows: little variety, and 
most of the larger ones are imitations of Saint Sophia. 
There are 900 of them in Constantinople, with plenty 
of churches and temples of other denominations. The 
Greeks and Armenians have over 100, Catholics and 
Protestants about 30 churches, and the Jews 36 syn- 
gogues. 

Among the cosmopolitan population the Greeks are, 
next to the Turks, most numerous. Olose to them are 
the Armenians, who again outnumber the Jews. Almost 
every race and country in the world is represented in 
the city, but there is no nationality hated so cordially 
by the Turks as the Armenians, who are made to feel 
this hatred at every riotous occasion. 

Among the Mohammedan population the ulemas 
(clergy) play an important part, and there is no nation 
devoted to its religion with such seal and even fanat- 
icism as are the Turks. The softas (theological stu- 
dents), too, have great influence on the masses, and 
many a serious riot may be ascribed to these young men, 
who are for Constantinople what the university stu- 
dents are in west European cities. Another class of 
the clergy are the dervishes, who correspond to the 
Christian monastic orders. These do not possess the 
political influence of the ulemas and softas, but their 
fanaticism makes them, under certain conditions, an 
important and dangerous factor.

Dogs and Constantinople Inseparable. 


Speaking of the population of Constantinople, one 
cannot omit to speak of the dogs which infest every 
quarter of the city in incredible numbers. The writer 
has counted in one lane in Galata, having the length of 
an American city block, forty-two and in one of the 
longer streets of Stamboul 264 yellow curs. If not en- 
gaged in fighting they generally sleep in the middle of 
the road and allow nothing to interfere with their re- 
pose. The dogs live in colonies, claiming a hereditary 
right to certain districts, and woe to the cur who, 
spurred by hunger, mischief, or instinct of love, dares 
to invade a strange colony. 

It has been asserted that the dogs of Constantinople 
serve a useful purpose in so far as they perform 
the scavenger service for the city. As much as the 
visitor can observe, however, they only turn up the 
heaps of garbage thrown on the streets, while it would 
be far better for the smelling organs and general 
hygiene if they were left to decompose without disturb- 
ance. 

The currency conditions in Constantinople are such 
as to make it advisable for every traveler to make 
himself acquainted, as soon as possible, with the hun- 
dred and one different kinds of coin current in the Turk- 


. {sh empire, as they offer the best opportunity for fraud. 
There is no stable value established for any coin, and 
the ratio of exchange, at least for smaller sums, is 
med by the money. changers, who take the utmost ad- 


vantage of the inexperience of foreigners. All these 


coins are so dirty that, after handling them, you feel 
like washing your hands or taking a bath. If you de- 
sire to do the latter, get into a hotel tub and avoid the 
far famed Turkish bath above all things. 

Old as Constantinople is, there are comparatively 
few witnesses of its ancient history left, and in this 
respect old Bysang cannot compare with Rome or 
Athens, its contemporaries. St. Sophia is the most 
interesting monument left.

Mediid, was the residence of the sultans.

Bosporus Tells No Secrets 


Many grewsome events have taken place within 
the walis of this palace, and if the waters of the 
Bosporus, by which it is washed, should give up all 
the dead which, sewn in sacks, were swallowed by 
it, the number of murdered favorites, odalisks, and 
disgraced courtiers were legion. 

In 1898 the writer attended a selamlik and was 
thoroughly disappointed at the personal. appearance 
of Abdul Hamid. He was dressed in a plain military

cloak, no decoration of any kind being visible, and 
his head was covered by the conventional red fes. 
Most of the pictures shown of him depict a younger 
man with smoothly shaven chin, small mustache, and 
large aquiline nose. With this portrait, however, only 
the nose of the sultan corresponded. His face was 
extremely narrow, the cheeks sunken, and a long thin 
beard of auburn color, mixed with gray, reached near- 
ly to his chest. Out of this Semitic face looked a 
pair of restless eyes peering in all directions. 

As he drove through the long line of soldiers to 
the mosque he raised his hand from time to time 
to his fes, and when the carriage arrived opposite 
the strangers’ pavilion he accompanied this gesture 
with a slight inclination of the body, looking at the 
same time up to the windows. 

Since the last Russo-Turkish war, and, in fact, 
before that, many German officers have been called 
into Turkish army service for the purpose of instruc- 
tion. Their work and the natural adaptability of the 
Turks for military service have created an army fit 
to cope with any enemy. The elements of which 
this army is composed are considered the best in the 
world, because they are hardy, modest in their re- 
quirements, and possessed of a stoical courage born 
from the fatalistic belief in an inevitable kismet

Military Service Required of All. 


For Turkish subjects military service is obliga- 
tory from the age of 20 to 40, and the term is divided 
as follows: Bin years with the nizzam, or active 
army, eight years with the redif, or reserve army, 
and six years with the mustafls, or landsturm. The 
service with the colors is, according to regulations, 
three years, the remaining three years of activity be- 
ing spent in the nisgam reserve, but the former period 
is frequently extended to four, five, or even more 
years. 

The nissam are splendid soldiers, their long term 
of service adding greatly to their effectiveness, and 
the redif aré almost their equal. Indeed, the portion 
most worthy of note in the Turkigh military organ- 
igation are the redif. 

These troops possess permanent cadfes, composed 
of all the officers necessary for thé mobilization of 
the units, and Turkish officers consider it a distine- 
tion to be appointed to the redif. Bach of the seven 
military districts is divided into four divisional areas, 
these again being partitioned into subdivisions corre- 
sponding to the Jifferent units of the tedif, down to 
and including the company. The captains reside in 
the midst of their company districts and attend to 
the training of the men, who are called out, usually, 
for one month every two fears. 

Aside from the thorough evolution in government 
late events are bound to have a far going influence 
on ‘the position of Turkish women, which has changed 
but little ia centuries. She is still the absolute prop- 
erty of hef husband, who may treat her as he sees 
fit. True, of late there has been made 4 step in ad- 
vance and Turkish women, fotably of the higher 
classes, have begun to enjoy some privileges of their 
western sisters. But Abdul Hamid did not look upon 
these innovations with a favorable eye and the ex- 
ceptions to the old harem customs are but few.

Old Barriers Apparently Doomed. 


With the advent of constitutionalism the old bar- 
riers are bound to fall and one of the consequences of 
this will be the more frequent appearance of Turkish 
women on the streets of Constantinople. At present 
their scarceness in public is one of the conspicuous 
things observed by every stranger. The yashmak, 
which has for centuries covered their faces, is still 
much in evidence, but the veil has gradually become 
thinner and is bound to disappear soon. 

The general costume, too, is approaching that of 
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European women, and often when a “feradshe,” the 
wide. cloak which covers the Turkish woman from 
head to foot on the street, is lifted a modern cut of 
dress is seen under ita enveloping folds. Some eman- 
cipated women wear a sort of abbreviated feradshe 
which does not conceal the figure of the wearer much 
more than the full European style does. 

The progress and evolution most needed. though, 
are within the harem, and here, too, the baneful in- 
fluence of Abdul Hamid was the most potent factor 
of restriction. The fashion of having French and 
English governesses in wealthy Turkish families has 
always been frowned on by him. Still many visiting 
female instructors are employed to teach the little 
oriental maidens the sciences and arts of the west. 
This custom has served to bring to light some of the 
intimate sides of Turkish life in the harems which 
Bre generally concealed to the eye of the ordinary 
traveler.

One Wife Enough for Most Turks. 


Among other things it has destroyed the common 
belief that every wealthy Mohammedan was the pos 
seasor of scores of wives. Although the koran permits 
a believer to have four legitimate wives and as many 
concubines as he pleases, it is a mistake to presume that 
much advantage is taken of this liberty. Aside from the 
caliph and princes of the blood, most Turks are satis 
ned with one wife, the other inmates of a harem, with 
the exception of the eunuchs, being designated as wives. 
only to avoid the use of the word slave, which they 
are in fact. 

A Turk is never seen in public with his wife, and 
she is absolutely excluded as a subject of conversation 
between him and a Frank. The latter can commit 90 
Greater breach of etiquette than to ask a M 
about the welfare of his wife or wives. 

The strict separation of the sexes naturally prevents 
love marriages. It is. the mother who arranges the 
match, and this is evidently the reason for the existence 
of the slave and concubine evil wherever it prevails in

Ways and Means Not Given. 


Health Commissioner? Evans, looking forward some- 
time to the ripening of eommunism, says that this mat- 
ter of a pure milk supply for Chicago is a far greater 
economic problem than is the water supply. But he 
fails of ways end means that may point definitely to 
Chicago’s assuming in the near future the office of re- 
tall milkman to its teeming millions of inhabitants. 
Tremendous “Vested interests” are involved in the 
present methods of milk distribution. 

Collectively among the dairy farmers a tremendous 
aggregate capital is involved in dairy farming for the 
Chicago markét. And under present conditions the mu- 
nicipal ownership and conduct of the dairy farms and 
bottling plants outside the city Units would tend far 
more to a pure milk supply than would Chicago's acting 
as a mere distributer from city reeeiving stations 

“ Pretious little chance exists for contamination of 
milk after it reaches the city,“ said Dr. St. Clair Drake 
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nien These receiving Stations are within the scope of 


the city mim inspectors' jurisdiction, as are the hun- 
dreds of small stores from which milk and cream are 
sold at retail. Any dealer in milk within the eity limits 
must take out an annual license costing him $10 a year, 
and recently under a city ordinance considerable re- 
strictions have been thrown around the milk dealer as he 
once was known in Chicago. 

At the present time no dealer in general food 
products may sell milk from his store, dipping it from 
cans as of old. He is confined to the sale of only bot- 
tled milk and cream. At all places where dealers are 
licensed to sell milk a strict sanitary inspection is kept 
by the health department, and that dealer who re- 
fuses to bring his insanitary premises up to the city’s 
requirements may be fined and put out of business al- 
toget Her. 

In this work, however, the department of health ex- 
ercises its police powers in forcing the dealer to take out 
his license in the first place. Having this license rec- 
ord, the department may keep track of the dealer and 
the milk inspector in this way keeps a tab upon his 
premises and business. But in the matter of chi of- 
fending the Chicago health department has its troubles 
with the dairy farms and farmers who for so long have 
been in revolt against Commissioner Evans’ crusade 
for a better milk supply for Chicago.

City Authority Only “Tolerated.” 


Within the strict jurisdictional limits of the city 
there are about 2,500 cows only, many of these owned 
privately and whose milk products are not for sale. 
For the 150,000 cows in territory outside of the city the 
Chicago inspector from the health department is toler- 
ated at all only that through the city dealer the farm- 
er's market may be cut off. 

As suggesting how far the Chicago milk inspector 
may be embarrassed because of his distinctly local 
authority, the conditions of the Chicago milk supply 
production stand out in sharp relief. 

This milk supply comes from a total of 12,000 
farms distributed through four states.

Additional to any bacteriological and 
sanitary criticistns of the sample the milk must not in- 
dicate less than 3 pef cent of butter fat, while cream 
must show a minimum of 18 per cent of fat. 

In these figures especially concessions have been 
made to the dairyman of today over what might have 
been required of him twenty years ago. When the rich, 
red shorthorn and fawn colored Jersey and Alderney 
represented models of milk producers On the dairy 
farms pure milk carried 4 to & per cent of butter fat. 
In late years, however, the gaunt, giant black and white 
Holstein has come to the dairy farm, bringing her ap- 
petite with her and settling down to the production of 
milk rather than butter. Today some of these cows, 
produeine as high as forty. pounds of milk in a day, 
are 80 regardless of butter fat as to make the milk 
production barely reach the Chicago 
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daily are whisked into the city. Each licensed dealer 
becomes a responsible moral agent under the ordi- 
nances, and he doesn’t know at what minute in the 
twenty-four hours an inspector may step in with an 
interrogation in every look and act. No one of the 
1,700 wagon drivers, scouttling out from his station at 
2 or 3 o'clock in the morning, has an intelligent guess 
as to when or where he may be stopped for a test 
sample from his wagon. And, above all, no one of 
them can tell who of their customers may find his way 
to the city laboratory with a suspected bottle of milk 
for analysis. 

Altogether these are the conditions of city espion- 
age over the milk supply of Chicago which prompts 
the question, When may the city itself conelude to gell 
milk as it now sells water to the Chicagoan? 


In times past and present almost every phase of 
milk selling in the city has been questioned and fol- 
lowed up to a solution. A few years ago the inspector 
of weights and measures discovered that milk bottles 
supposed to hold a full quart frequently were short 
measure, and the whole business of bottle blowing for 
the trade was stirred to its center. The old evil of the 
milk preservative had to be rooted out by police meth- 
ods. The short measure pint and quart in the neigh 
borhood store had to be suppressed. j

Wagon Service Wasteful Process. 


No man who ever has studied economy of public 
service has escaped the fact that in the distribution of 
milk the most wasteful processes are employed in 
wagon Service. The average householder in Chicago is 
conscious of the fact that often three to six or eight 
wagons of different dealers pass his doors every day 
in the year. Under the present gtrict supervision of 
the Chicago mflk supply it can de assumed that it is 
not superiority of one milk over another that brings 
about this waste of energy. It is not a difference in 
price that invites it. If Chicago sold the city’s milk 
couldn't it effect gigantic savings over this waste of 
horses, wagons, and drivers’ salaries? 

Again, one of the great sources of outlay in the 
bottled milk business is for replenishing broken bot- 
tles. A milk bottle costs about 6 cents and serves only 
7 cents’ worth of milk. Thousands of such bottles, un- 
broken, are doing household service in Chicago kitch- 
ens. Other tens of thousands are broken every thirty 
days. Much of this loss by breakage comes of spite- 
work, in whieh the driver for one company takes a 
whack at “empties” of another dealer ag he passes up 
and down fear porches of city flats. City ownership 
and monopoly of the milk business would discourage 
much of this. 

Collections for milk by many of the smaller deal- 
ers especially are bad. If the dealer press his customer 
the threat is made that the customer will change deal- 
era. With the city monopoly of the business there'd 
be no other dealer to go to and collections would be 
as easy for the “milk department” of the service as it 
now is for the water department.

A BIT OF 
HISTORY 


Many Americans when in England 
visit Windsor Castle and Eton College; 
not a few Stoke Pogis, reminiscent of 
Gray and his immortal elegy, and Burn- 
ham Beeches, ‘the wonder of naturalists. 
In their vicinity lies Slough (‘Slough— 
Change for Windsor“). 

Sixty years ago Slough was a village: 
now it is largely a sleeping place for 
persons engaged in business in London. 

Sixty years ago in the village of 
Slough a man and his wife were in their 
parlor, intent upon compounding a 
household remedy from a family recipe, 
handed down. Upon a table was a basin, 
also jugs. The wife held in her hand 
a long wooden spoon; the man took up 
a jug and poured the contents into the 
basin, then slowly added, one after the 
other, the contents of the other jugs, 
the woman stirring all the time The 
result was a mixture of a creamy col- 
ored consistency; that was poured into 
a jar; the jar was well shaken, and 
then the contents were distributed into 
small bottles. Labels and wrapping were 
handy. 

The man took the bottles to the vil- 
lage store, and made a bargain, receiv- 
ing in exchange an ornamental pickle 
jar. 

Such was the beginning of a business 
that now, sixty years later, flourishes 
exceedingly.

wright in the world. He puts heart into 
everything he does, and that is the chief 
thing that matters on the stage. It wasn’t 
the children—although, of course, they loved 
it—who made the success of ‘ Peter Pan,’ 
but the grownup people, whose hearts are 
always ready, to respond to the appeal of 
true emotion. Yet I have 4 firm belief,” 
continued Miss Stahl, that no play, how. 
ever powerfully emotional it may be, will 
succeed unless it possesses also the element 
of humor. What's the reason why the 
churches never make money? They're not 
run sufficiently on comedy lines. I really 
mean what I say. Of course, religion is a 
serious topic, but there’s nothing in the 
world so serious that it can’t be iniproved by 
a little judicious blending of humor.” 

A further sensation of the week is Charles 
Frohman's announcement that he intends to 
turn the Duke of York's into a repertory 
theater,, starting next February. With this 
view Frohman has gathered around him 
Barrie, John Galsworthy, Bernard Shaw, and 
Granville Barker, with the last named and 
Dion Boucicault as “ producers.” A play is 
only to be given at three evening perform- 
ances and one matinée each week, but, of 
course it may, and probably will, reappear 


* 


Frohman emphatically assured me yester- 
day that, should the experiment show any- 
thing like pene | results, he will cer- 
tainly give it\a trial also at the Empire the- 
ater m New York. The Empire has for the 
last few years been probably the best money 
making proposition of its kind in the world, 
and to relinquish so sure a thing for what, 
after all, is merely a possibility seems 3 
mad step. But it 10 just the sort of risk 
that Frohman delights in taking, and, be- 
sides, it has an artistic ring about it which 
means a good deal more to him than money. 

The third topic of the week is the complete 
downfall ot The Devil.” Since the produc- 
tion many years ago by George Alexander 
of Paul Potters play, The Conquerors,” I 
cannot recall any piece which gas been so 
comprehensively and 80 conclusively 
damned as Henry Hamilton's version or 
Franz Molnar’s work. The Daily Telegraph 
headed its criticism “ Fustian and Foolish- 
ness, and, so fer as I can judge, not a 
kind or even ea lenient word has been said 
for The Devil” in any London paper. I 
understand that the Americaa dramatization 
is conceived in a spirit of comedy. Hamil- 
ton, on the other hand, has tried to give to 
his piece a certain semblance of psychology, 
of serious significance. The result, however, 
is painfully tedious, crude, and unpleasant. 
He would be a bold speculator who ventured 
to gamble upon it enjoying anything like a 
lengthy run. 

Last week Robert Harcourt, younger 
brother of Lulu Harcourt, first commis- 
sioner of works, was to introduce his bill into 
parliament abolishing the licenser of plays 
and establishing free trade at all places of. 
amusement, whether music halls or theaters. 
For some reason, however, Harcourt failed to 
come up to the scratch, but I understand he 
is positively to bring forward his measure in 
the course of a fortnight or three weeks, 
Certainly the licenser has but few friends 
nowadays, and only a limited number of peo- 
ple would regard his total disappearance 
with any feeling of regret.

Bhe also learns to adapt her time to her 
eustoMers—and this is a triumph of mind 
over matter which is hardly ever achieved 
by. other working women, even though they 
may need the favor as much.

for Theatrical Dressmaker. 


that which off the stage would be allotted to 
silk only. The dressmaker often goes to the 
shops and chooses a robe pattern that has 
been reduced, and does wonderful things witb 
it for the stock actress. » 

The dressrtaking for a stock company star 
who has a change of bill every week will 
make à nice little income for one dress- 
maker who wants to practice her art and 
still not take up general work. One of the 
most popular stock actresees in Chicago has 
her work done in this way by a woman who 
lives near the theater, and who has picked 
up the et of stage dresemaking, although 
she has ner family and housekeeping to take 
care , and hasn't time to do sartorial busi- 
nest Zor anybody else.

“She is my private and particular dress- 
maker, and I feel quite proud of her, saye 
this actress. “She is always at home and 
always ready for me when I am ready for 
her. She gets me up pretty clothes and rips 
and gets old ones ready to utilize. Some- 
times she will even bring something over and 
put it on me at the theater, and her Dill, 
unlike mine, runs nearly the same each 
week.” 
One thing which the theatrical dressmaker 
is called upon to do which would not fall 


in the way of the ordinary dressmaker is to 


reline gowns entirely, beginning at the bodice 
and going down to the foundation. The silk 
which is used next to the waist and shoulders 
often will break through entirely from the 
perspiration and strain put on it from the 
hard work of the actress. If they have been 
gowns made by one of the best modistes the

NEW YORK BORROWS FROM CHI- 
CA. 

The Citizens’ union of New York finally 
has reached the conclusion that its or- 
ganization and policy are not the most 
effective. Accordingly it is reorganizing 
on lines in the main similar to those of 
our Municipal and Législative Voters’ 
leagues, though providing for a broader 
field of action. 

There is to be a central or city com- 
mittee and assembly district committees, 
It will be the duty of the city committee 
to provide the respective district commit- 
tees with the requisite full information as 
to the records of the aldermen, assembly- 
men, municipal court judges, and other 
officials, so that action within the dis- 
tricts will be advised. On the other hand, 
the district committees will gather data 
as to local conditions—as, for example, 


the of public improvements, condi- 
tion is. streets, parks, and play- 
grounds, school attendance, and police 
conditions. 


The general city and borough officials 
will be left to the attention of the now 
existing Committee of One Hundred, but 
cobùperation, it is believed, will be possi- 
ble in most cases. 

Thus the old idea of an independent 
city party, with a partisan organization 
and a ticket of its own, has been wholly 
discarded in favor of the much safer and 
more .effectuai Chicago plan of surveil- 
lance, publicity, and recommendations. 
The city party, as experience has abun- 
dantly shown, is useful only in extraor- 
dinary circumstances. In common use it 
develops the same weakness that other 
partisanship does. Reform parties are 
soon in need of reform. The duty of nom- 
inating to office brings the temptations 
and complications of personal ambition 
with all that follows in its train. :

vanished. Childleseness is apt to be con- 
strued as unhappiness in marriage.

Queen Wilhelmina and Prince 
Henry have been married for nearly a dec- 
ade, and when year after year went by with-

eign birth became more pronounced. It was 
assumed that the unfén was an unbappy one 
and that the fault lay with Prince Henry. 

The prince underwent, in fact, much the 
Same treatment as that ghich fell to the 
share of the consort of een Victoria, who, 
although a man of the most blameless char- 
acter and of the most perfect tact and chiv~- 
alry, was made the subject of every con- 
ceivable attack by English and foreign news- 
papers during the first ten or fifteen years 
of his marriage.

The London press, even the Times itself, 
was never tired pf abusing him in the most 
cruel fashion as an alien intruder. He was 
charged with usurping privileges to which 
he had no legal or constitutional right. His 
impeachment was suggested, ard even in- 
trigues of an unsavory character. for which 
there was not the shadow of a foundation, 
were laid at his door. It was only towards 
the latter part of his twenty years of married 
life that Englishmen began to know and 
appreciate him at his true worth, to‘trust 
him as a man imbued wtih sentiments of the 
most patriotic devotion towards the coun- 
try of which he had become a citizen. and to 
see in him the most sagacious and disinter- 
ested counselor of their sovereign. Deeply 
mourned throughout the land on his prema- 
ture death, he lives today in British mem- 
ory and in the history of the Victorian era 
as “‘ Albert the Good,” and there is hardly a 
big town or city in the united kingdom 
which has not commemorated his virtues by 
means of a statue or a monument of some 
kind or other.

Prince Henry is becoming as universally 
popular in Holland as Prince Albert was in 
Great Britain when the English people had 
learned to know and understand his true 
value. The Dutch have at length become 
convinced that their young sovereign’s mar- 
riage has been an extremely happy one, 
that, the queen and her husband are quite as 
united and dev oted a couple as were Queen 
Victoria and Prince Albert, and that Prince 
Henry is showing himself quite as useful 
in every respect to Holland as King Ed- 
ward's father proved himself to be to the 
British empire.

It is a pity, under the circumstances, that 
some of the American newspapers should 
have revived last week the calumnies cur- 
rent concerning Prince Henry several years 
ago, which, appealing to the fears of the 
Dutch for the safety of their independence, 
hot only insisted that the prince was an. 
agent of pan-Germanist aspiratibns for the 
possesssions of Holland but imputed to hém 
a number of preposterous scandals, some of 
them traced to a foreign servant whom he 
discharged and which have time and again 
been disproved in these letters. 

Patiently, and by degrees, Prince Henry 
has managed, as did Queen Victoria's hus- 
band, to live down not only every slander 
but likewise the prejudices of the people of 
the land of his adoption. The splendid gal- 
lantry which he displayed two years ago in 
the rescue, at the peril of his own life, of 
the survivors of the terrible wreck of the 
Harwich-Rotterdam passenger steamer Ber- 
lin off the Hook of Holland won for him the 
admiration and favor of a people that al- 
ways have been renowned for their stubborn 
bravery; and now the birth of the little 
princess has served to remove any lingering 
doubt which might possibly have remained 
in their.minds as to the entire happiness of 
his marriage with their beloved queen.

Tt is not altogether correct to state that 
Lord Sheffield’s honors have become extinct 
with his death last week at Sheffield park, 
his place in Sussex. For although his earl 
dom of Sheffield lapses, his Irish barony of 
Sheffield has passed to Lord Stanley of Alder- 
ley, and as the barony in question is older 
than that of Lord Stanley it is possible that 
the latter may decide to be known from 
henceforth as Lord Sheffield. The title comes 
to him through the fact that when the Shef- 
field barony was first created, in 1783. it 
was made heritable by the grantee’s eldest 
daughter, Lady Maria Holroyd, who mar- 
ried the first Lord Stanley of Alderley. 

This first Lord Sheffield received his hon- 
ors for having saved the Bank of England 
at a moment when the Old Lady of Thread. 
needle Street was in greater danger than at 
any other moment of her existence—namely: 
during the terrible Gordon riots in 1780. In 
fact, had it not been for Col, John Baker 
Holroyd, with the Sussex militia regiment 
of his own raising, the mob would have sic- 
ceeded in storming, looting, and destroying 
the most famous financial institution fA the 
world. Col. Holroyd only managed to beat 
off the mob's attack upon the bank after 
some severe fighting, and in the following 
year was rewarded with an Irish barony, 
taking his title from Sheffield park, in Sus- 
sex, which he had inherited from his ma- 
ternal uncle, the Rev. James Baker, who had 
purchased it from Lord de la Warr in 1755. 
Afterwards he was advanced to the rank or 
Viscount Pevensey and earl of Sheffield, and 
remains on record in the literary world as 
the intimate friend of the historian Gibbon, 
who spent much of his time at Sheffield 
park and whose remains, indeed, repose be- 
side those of the first earl in the family 
mausoleum at Sheffield park. 

Sheffield park goes, I understand, to the 
late earl'’s niece, the Gowager countess of 
Winchelsea, and on her demise to het daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Richard Arthur Paget. Two years 
ago the late earl disposed of his library, and 
ite sale attracted much attention in this 
country by reason of its unique collection 
of early works dealing with America, in- 
oluding Denton's “Description of New 
Tork.“ published in 1670, which sold for 
many thousands of dollars. 

—

Appeals to our fears cannot today 
make the facts less to us. and we know 
that by them we will Have to stand or fall. 

If you stop to think about it there is a 
striking significance in the fact that this 
question has arisen, Is there a religion for 
the intelligent, educated; scientific mind? It 
suggests another question: Can any other 
mind fully comprehend the riches and mean- 
ing of religion? The unthinking cling to cus- 
toms, traditions and forms that are the 
vestiges of truth, The trained mind distin- 
guishes between the garments of truth and 
truth itself. 

Every life will have its religion arcording | 
to its development. It is folly to look for 
uniformity in faith until you have uniform- 
ity in the faithful. until all minds are alike 
the things those minds can see must vary. 
The religion of the man who thinks in the 
terms of the laws of a universe must be dif- 
ferent from that of the one who cannot think 
beyond his dinner pail or his back yard. 

If religion is the life of ideals, the power 
within us that pushes out and on tow ard the 
realization in ourselves and our conditions 
of the best we know and hope for, then each 
man’s faith will be determined by his vision 
and his knowledge; every individual creed 
will be conditioned by the individual's stage 
of culture. 

It is folly for the trained mind to seek satis- 
faction in the ideals whose bounds are set by 
the untrained mind just as it equally is fool- 
ish for him to mock at the vision that cheers 
the lowller lite. Nearly all the supposed 
difficulties between seience and religion 
arise from the attempt to force to a common 
viewpoint in religious minds that dwell al- 
most a whole universe apart in all the rest 
of their thinking. 

The avenues to the Most High are many. 
There R a way somewhere from every life and 
never precisely the same way for any two 
lives. The way begins at just the level on 
which the life is found. Because religion is 
the way from our present selves to that ideal 
and complete social self in every life the 
religion depends, after all, on the self. 

Knowledge does not lead away from faith; 
it leads into its fuller light. One's faith is 
not a set of formal statements, unchangeable 
and subject to be shattered by the verifica- 
tion of new facts. It is a spirit in life, a 
habit and trend of the spirit which leads the 
life forward through every realm of fact. 
It is not an outer garment; it is an inner 
spirit which guides onward, though the de- 
veloping life may cast aside its outgrown 
garments. 

Sefence is our reading of the relations of 
the facts of life; religion is the confidence and 
longing that reads all in the light of life's en- 
larging ends and increasing values. Your 
religion cannot be tested by the facts of 
science: it Is tested by its value as a force in 
your Ute. A worthy faith fears no knowl- 
edge; it rejoices in alt thet. enriches and fF 
enlarges life. It welcomes science as the 
servant of the growing soul.

It was this uncertainty with regard to SS 
génie's origin which was among the argu- 
ments used by the late Prince Napoleon 
[Jerome] to dissuade his couein, Napoleon 
III., from raising her to the French throne. 
He had known her when as a young scbool- 
girl of the Pension du Sacre Coeur at Paris 
she was wont to spend her Sundays and half 
holidays at the Passy home of his old friend 
the comtesse de Laborde. It was there that 
he became acquainted with the myetery con- 
cerning her birth and with the awkward 
questions regarding her parentage and legiti- 
mecy. This. however. only contributed to in- 
terest him in her behalf. Subsequently he 
met her again at Madrid. She had grown 
into a beautiful woman, and be fell in love 
with her. But when the questiofi of mar- 
riage wis broached he professed himself to 
be unable to consider it on the ground of her 
origin. This served to tmbitter her against 
the prince, whom she had evidently expected 
to wed. and when later on she found that he 
was opposing her matrimonial alliance tothe 
emperor and was urging that if there was 
any union at all it should be merely one of a 
morganatic character she developed the most 
intense hatred towards him, which followed 
him to the end of hie days.

Prince Napoleon on his part grew to dislike 
her. He was fond. in a way, of his cousin. 
Napoleon III., and devoted to the interests 
of France. He considered her injurious to 
both one and the other. In the early part of 
1871. after the Bonapartes had been driven 
from Paris and when the German army was 
still encircling. beleaguered Paris, the prince 
took a house in London in the neighborhood 
of Hyde Park, and was accustomed to stroll 
several times a week over to our residence, 
where he would establish himeelf in a huge 
armchair in my father's library, smoking 
innumerable cigarettes and inveighing by the 
hour against Eugénie, cette femme! [that 
woman! l. as be was wont to call her, with 
most withering contempt.

seem to say the Indian is a citizen equally with 
‘us, If the Indian is a citizen he is one of us, 

and for his own sake and ours as well he is 
entitied to the fullest development of his powers 
that be may fairly share all the privileges we 
enjoy and help bear our government burdens, 
As the original inhabitant who once occupied 
undisturbed all of the more than two billion 
aeres now our wonderfully prosperous home and 
our “greatest government on eafth,” it seems 
to me he is more entitled to all the school bene- 
fits and industrial privileges of the country than 
foreign immigrants. 

Tears ago I wrote to Mr. Edmunds, when he was chairman of the 
faticiary committee of the United States senate, asking him what waa 
necessary to make the Indian a citizen of the country, and he replied: 
“Tet him quit being an Indian, pay taxes, and be ready to fight for the 

ent. No other ceremony is necessary.” 

Jy all of our many treaties with the Indians we acknowledged his 
manhood and equality, but sought to enslave his freedom. So long as 
he could keep away from and be independent of us we said to him by 
tpeaty, “ You are a man, a nation,” but as soon as we got him subju- 
gated, whether by treaty or force, we reversed our tactics and denied 
and deprived him of all equality: of privilege and segregated him far 

away from all chances to qualify himself for his inevitable new life. 
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or other as to whether we ourselves or some other observed body

In some treaties with the Indians we guaranteed that egrtain lands 
should be theirs for their exclusive homes as long as grass grows and 


water runs,” and soon after the Indians were shoved aside and these 


same lands came into the full possession of the white men. In treaties 
with some tribes we promised education for all their children, and these 


| treaties if carried out in good faith would have cost us far more than 


all we have ever expended for education for all the tribes. 

Gen. Sherman said that the United States has made over 900 
treaties with the Indians and never kept one. Gen. Sherman did not 
give in his arraignment a fact in regard to these treaties which makes 
the violation of them still more discreditable. The Indian never sought 
to enter into any treaty agreements with the United States. It is 
exceedingly doubtful whether the Indians ever wrote one paragraph in 
any one treaty. Every expression and substance of every treaty was 
formulated by our government. I will go farther and affirm that few 
treaties were entered into amicably and that practically all of them 
were forced upon the Indians. 

Our course of treatment clearly says the Indians have no rights in 
this country which we feel called upon to respect. All experience in 
dealing with the Indians and all study of our systems of contro! prove 


this. 


As an army officer I have been with the Indians in peace and in 
war. I have talked and planned with their ablest men, and sought to 


know what they thought and felt. I have been present officially in 


many councils, ha ve employed and served with them as soldiers against 
their own people, had supervision of them in their homes, and have en- 
deavored to promote their civilization and n

— HAT one complaint of the business man against 
the young college recruit is that the young man

This means nothing more clearly than that the employer is offering 
the young man a chance to work his way through the school of busi- 
ness.

For a number of years I had charge of some of their strongest 
chiefs, held as prisoners of war, part of the time shackied and hand- 
cuffed. I myself revolted against our system, but did not desert the 
people. I removed the shackles and adopted the kindliest system of 
treatment possible in prison life, and endeavored in every way to heal 
the wounds and make them worthy, self-respecting men by giving to 
them education and industrial usefulness. 

I filled them with tife hope that instead of being members of à little 
tribe of Indians, and for that reason always to be hated and oppressed 
by us, they might become individually intelligent and useful citi- 
zens, having equal rights with us as citizens and the liberty to go and 
come and live and prosper among us the same as the black or white 
men. That there were good and encouraging results the official records 
clearly prove. 

It has been loudly proclaimed that the Indian is exceptionally 
treacherous. This is not true. I have had command of a company of 
Indians from fifteen different so-called savage tribes, directing them in 
battle, fighting portions of their own tribes whos were hostile, and a 
number of times have been with them in great danger in engagements 
with those hostile Indians, with no other white man along but an inter- 
preter, miles away from our other troops, and in every respect found 
that they were as true and brave as any soldiers in my experience. 
Their record in “ fighting for the country” as a duty of citizenship is 
complete. 

The Indians have as deep love for their children as we have for 
ours, and, uninfluenced by designing white men, will cheerfully make as 
many sacrifices to see their children rise to intelligence and worth as

ticeship School wisely. For the wise employer of men in appren- 
ticeship stage must be counting upon the time when that young ap- 
premtice growing up in the business shall develop into broader capa- 
bilities and develop knowledge for stepping in under wider responsi- 
bilities and duties. Accordingly, as this employer is wise, he does not 
take kindly to the idea of educating young men for service in other 
competing organizations. 
„ That average young man in business may cost his employer some- 
thing. At the least he will cost the time and effort of supervisiop on 
the part of hie superiors. Under the moet careful direction the young 
man’s mistakes may cost actual money to the establishment. In many 
lines of work, the apprenticeship term means loss of material to the 
employer. 

These items the wise employer*has learned are to be considered, 


according to the laws of chance, as affecting the salary which he can 


afford to pay. Always he is in the position of the scheolmaster who 
must have something to show for the tuition of his pupils. He wants 
a willing pupil, always. He will feel the necessity for keeping his 
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school. That day, passing, in which he has not learned, is a day lost! 
That day, passing, in which he may have learned something that ‘s 
wrong, ineffective, and misleading when he shall have graduated to 
the position of executive, taking a strong initiative in some life and 
death matter for him, may mean a ruined future! 

What kind of business school are you attending, young man? Are 
you wasting hard efforts at learniüg of a poor master?

The particular task of the Mount Wilson 
observatory,” said Dr. Hale, is the applica- 
tion- of the results and methods of modern 
physical science to astronomical research. 
Within the last quarter of a century an im- 
ménse body of new knowledge regarding the 
laws and physics and the properties of mat- 
ter has come into possession of scientists. 
To speak of nothing else; the facts of radio- 
activity have revolutionized not a few con- 
clusions and altered the aims and directions 
of investigation. Now these laws of mat- 
ter are universal—they obtain as well on the 
farthest star as here on earth. Mount Wil- 
son undertakes to study them in their celestial 
operation. Its underlying purpose ig to as- 
semble knowledge of conditions prevailing 
on the stars, from which eventually their his- 
tory—the history of stellar é¢volution—may be 
deduced. 

The sun is the nearest of the stars. It 
therefore provides the best field for study. 
Indeed, the next nearest star is so far away 
that its light-reaches the eartha dim and con- 
f image, from which as yet little can cer- 
ain de deduced.

ROF. WILLIAM JAMES’ “A 
PLURALISTIC UNIVERSE” 
(Longmans, Green & Oo.) is a 
curious book in this regard, that 
its conclusions are less interest- 
ing than the processes of reach- 

ing these conclusions. Though the lectures 
which comprise the volume are ripée— 
the product of a sane and serviceable phil- 
osophic tree—the fruit seems, at the last, to 
hang a little wearily upon the stems, indif- 
ferent as to whether it be plucked or not, 
and not, indeed, utterly averse to falling to 
the lush grass of oblivion beneath. Prof. 
James is too liberal, too excursive, tog much 
habituated to the quest fer the truth to as- 


sume dogmatism even in its most delicate 


forms. And he is, ultimately, so much more 
of a man than a philosopher—and this ie not 
to belittle his philosophy! that he measures 
up metaphysles at their true value, and, 
giving them their proper prospective in the 
great composition of life, is obliged, appar- 
ently, to relegate them at least to the * 
ground. 

It is not at all Hkely that Mr. James eters 
of the antagonism which high minded lay- 
men sometimes feel for philosophers. Per- 
haps he has surmised that men with a 
splendid zest for life, with ardent and whole- 
some. affections, with an enjoyment of their 
own impulses and with moments of ecstatic 
delight in their own visions, feel philosophy 
to be intrustve, and often indecent in tearing 
out the emotions from the sacred priva of

Many Chicken Farms in Chicago Slums. 


Chicago slums as great, big chicken farms! 
This has not yet come to pass, but it will 
if the raising of spring chickens ”’ which 
is row carried on in many of the bystreets 
and alleys of Chicago“ Europe keeps up 
its present pace. 

On the outskirts of the Ghetto, in the Polish 
districts on the northwest side, back of the 
yards, in short, wherever immigrants who 
stand on the lowest scale of industry live, 
thousands of chickens are being raised. Many 
a family in these districts may live in two 
basement rooms only—it may have no room 
,for its. children to play in, but it has a little 
bit of space, a two by four coop, wherein 
chickens are kept. 

Some af these coops are a sort of subdi- 
vision of the wood and coal shed which each 
tenant usually gets. Where no woodshed is 
allotted to the tehant a big dry goods box 
is rapidly turned into a chicken coop. And 
if there is not even space for the dry goods 
box, a small barrel affords a comfortable 
home for two or thregsof the fowls. 

Those who are more fortunate in their 
woodshed space keep not two or three but a 
dozen or more chickens and about as many 
pigeons. 


Business Matter with Many. 


The raising of chickens with some of the 

immigrants is a businessmatter. They think 
they can raise them much more cheaply than 

they ‘can buy them from the butcher. The 
eggs which the chickens lay are sold at a 
premium in the neighborhood to invalids or 
convalescents. The woman who has fresh 
eggs for sale soon becomes known in the 
neighborhood and not only makes a little 
money this way but she gains a sort of pres- 
tige. She is considered a sort of a half doc- 
tor, for she knows of all kinds of illnesses 
and a remedy for each of them, and the 
.remedy is—fresh eggs. 

Others raise chickens not because they are 
after profits, but because they cannot en- 
dure to waste things. Thus many peasant im- 
migrants in Chicago who were accustomed 
to the strictest economy in the old country 
consider the garbage man and the garbage 
pail a sort of a symbol of American extrav- 
agance. They cannot think of throwing away 
crumbs of bread. So they raise chickens and 
feed them oh these crumbs. 


— 


But back of these petty commercial rea- 
sons for raising chickens there is still an- 
other—a sentimental, sympathetic reason. It 
is the pitiable attempt at having a touch of 
country life, the life which these people have 
led prior to thejr coming to Chicago, in the 
heart of their crowded quarters. Some of 
these immigrants, especially the older ones, 
like the grandmothers of the family, cannot 
reconcile themselves to American surround- 
ings and city life. The grandmother dreams 
of the country and the life “on the land.“ 
which she led in her youth. And thesight of 
a few chickens affords an excellent back- 
ground for her dream life. 


Slav'’s Acme of Happiness. 


“Many of the old women here,“ sald an 
Americanized foreigner in the neighborhood 
of Canal and De Koven streets, where many 
of the Slav residents make al! kinds of efforts 
to raise chickens, “are never so happy as 
when they feed their chickens or busy them- 
selves with protecting them from the rain 
or snow. Their minds are never so active, 
their imaginations never so vivid as therf. 
They live entirely in their memories, and it 
is then that you can most easily get them 
‘to talk about their past and the simple and 
poor but quiet and contented life that they 
led on the plains of Lithuania or on the 
shores ef the Niemen. 

„And when you stop to think about it you 
can hardly blame them for this weakness. 
Chickens have been and are part of every 
peasant household in Europe. A peasant may 
be too poor to own a cow or a pig, but hé 
always has a dozen or so chickens. Many 
of the immigrants here went to bed with the 
chickens and got up with the first crowing 
of the roosters, as they still.do in most of 
the peasant villages in the old world. am 
rooster, too, served the peasants for centuries 
to mark the time of the day or night long 
before they ever saw or heard of such a 
thing as a clock. They divided the night 
into periods according to the crowing of the 
cock. 

And as barometers, too, the rooster did 
valiant service. Its clarion call at an irregu- 
lar hour has always been and i8 still ac- 
cepted by the peasants of European countries 
as announcing a change in the weather. Here

Dog Does Active Service. 


The raising of chickens adds to the air of 
country life in these districts also in another 
way. The chickens have to be guarded some- 
times from a plain thief and sometimes from 
a mischievous youth who would break into 
the coop and steal a few “choice pullets 
just for the fun of the thing. To guard against 
such a hostile invasion the family having 
chickens but no adequate and safe coop for 
them generally gets a dog. Thus on many a 
pide street in the foreign districts of Chi- 
cago, es lally where small hovels rather 
than large tenements furnish crowded quar- 
ters for working people, one meets with the 
sign Look out for the dog.“ And well may 
one look out. For inside, fastened with a 
chain, one is apt to find a dog that might pags 
for a lion, and at least ferocious enough 
toward strangers. 

Occasionally this raising of chickens in 
tight quarters results in a quarrel and even 
deadly enmity between one or more tenants 
in the same yard. Sometimes a wayward 
chicken who would stray on strange prem- 
ises and seek company in other yards gives 


its owner a lively half hour unt!) it is brought 


back home into its proper coop. Such an 
occasional escapade, however, instead of 
cooling off the enthusiasm for raising chick- 
ens, acts as a stimulant. It gets the rest of 
the neighbors interested.

whisper to yourself that even were there no 
public services at Trinity the church had 
justified its existence with you as a place to 
sit apart from the madding crowd and rest 
awhile in adoration of the Lord.

Possibly-you can remain awake to your sur- 
roundings while at prayer, and you may trace 
some element of your blissful religious aban- 
don to the three wonderful windows at the 
rear of the chancel, the work of John La 
Farge. No less than the drawing the color- 
ing is remarkable, revealing a wealth of fine 
deep and lighter blues and above brilliant. 
Starry flashes. There are no handsomer win- 
dows in Chicago. Every week and sometimes 
several times a week a party of art studente 
is certain to come from the university or else- 
where to study their artistic virtues. 

Other fovely stained glass pictures adorn 
the lateral walls and admit soft glows of sun- 
light from without. Blues and browns are 
pleasingly blended in the general effect. The 
lectern in front lyres your attention. It won 
the prize at the world's fair, a masterpiece of 
Gorham, and shows a standing figure in flow- 
ing garb and uplifted arms. Some one asked 
whether it was man or woman.

For he 
loves the church well and he enjoys clerical 
life, and preaching, and church music, and 
church philawthropies, as he admits. And 
he knows thoroughly all the histories and 
beauties and appointments of his ecclesias- 
tical charge. 
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He thinks no other church in Chicago can 
excel. perhaps not rival, its devotion or its 
music. Me shows you the musical program 
for the month and points out the most bril- 
Hant numbers. He introduces you to Mr. 
Hancock, the choirmaster and organist, who 
1 preparing for the final Sunday in June the 
rector’s favorite compesitions, and is not 
contented until he is assured dy that 
gentieman that he will certainly still be in 
town for the service. 

You go with both into the carefully equipped 
choirroom, which opens into the guild hall 
as an enlarging annex. You see the hand- 
some hymn ks, the Easter gift to the 
choir of Mr. Hancock's sister in honor of 
their father. And you find your way into 
the choirmaster’s studio, hung with photo- 
graphs of choir members, rectors, and 
bishops. Mr. Hancock begs for Mr. Phillips’ 
portrait as a parting token, and half wins 
the promise for it. 

If your thoughts roam readily they are 
likely to flee momentarily the grave silence 
of the church nave and find their way out 
reminiscently to the parish house, particu- 
‘Jarly provided you have talked with the 
rector after a midweek celebration while 
a feminine bevy from the altar guild are 
moving about in dark dresses and Quaker 
quiet to put away the altar cloths and sacra- 
mental wines. 

You remember that Mr. Phillips doffed 
his priestly robes, showed you calendars 
and chronicles with the ready grace that 
make you swiftly appreciate one reason that 
he is termed not only an eloquent preacher, 
fluent with choice, powerful phrases, and 
dramatic lines, but also.a beloved rector 
and shepherd to his flock. He mentioned 
especially the Rouse Memorial institute, 
Trinity church's city mission on the west 
side. 

It is named for the late Rev. John Rouse, 
former rector of Trinity, and includes a 
mother’s clu, kindergarten, girls’ club, boys“ 
band. choir and big Sunday school., a won- 
derful growth,” speedily destined through the 
liberality of Trinity parishioners torealize Mr. 
Phillips’ long cherf8hed hopes for a noble 

- pbuilding to house all its varied institutional 
enterprises. 

Mr. Phillips’ words flow less easily when 
directed toward himself, but he recalls col- 
lege days spent at Wittenberg college in 
Ohio, and several years of, service for the 
parish in Hillsboro ere leaving for Cincin- 
nati, whence he came to Chicago some halt 
dozen years ago. 

Trinity annals show many improvements 
in furnishings and decorations and general 
equipment of the church, since Mr. Phillips’ 
coming. They do not discover and only a 
few know of the many secret gifts that have 
been made by the rector aside from his gen- 
erosities in routine and other church ex- 
penses. They do not record the number of 

people he has clothed, the coal he has bought, 

the grocery bills he has paid, the shelters he 

has found for the destitute. But when he 

leaves on his long vacation tour his many 

poor will miss him. 7

The Italian minister of war has ordered fo 
subaltern officers of the balloon corps a 
three months“ course in aerial navigation, 
and Wilbur WPight began by teaching an 
officer how to operate an aeroplane in a few 
lessons. A new and powerful-hand grenade 
has been evolved that could do great damage 
when hurled from aloft. To the two diri- 
gibles now owned, a fleet of six will be added 
before the end of the year. 

Russia, with one dirigible, which cost $60,-

minister of war has announced that the 
government will conduct tests and competi-

M. Spiess, a French inventor, is 
completing a machine which will have an 
envelope of especially treated light wood, the 
dirigible otherwise being much on the order 
of the Zeppelin type. 

At Friedrichshafen the German Aerial 
Navy league will found a school of aerial 
navigation. At the University of Gottingen 
Prof. Prandtl is the first professor in the 
chair of aeronautics, which was founded this 
year.’ 

The. first school to establish a special 
laboratory for the study of aerial dynamics 
and the principles of heavier than air ma- 
chines, is the United Services college at 
Windsor, England. It has installed a plant 
by means of which a forty milean hour wind 
can be created by electricity, to test the lift- 
ing and resistance power of machines. 


— 
Little Real Money Spent. 

Bo far the United States government has 
spent but little real money for aeronautics. 
Gen. Allen, chief of the signal service; in a 
hearing before the appropriations committee 
on Jan. 18 stated that out of the $46,000 taken 
from the general appropriation for the signal 
corps last year, $7,500 had been paid for the 
Baldwin dirigible. The balance is still at 
hand when the Wright brohters fulfill their 
contract and for A. M. Herring ff he has a 
practicable machine. 

‘The Wrights, us 
wished to sell their machine to the United 
States exclusively, but they will get but 
$25,000 out of it after they have fulfilled 


their contract. 


Gen. Allen stated that a balloon house such
